Genilemen of the Senate, and . 
i House of Representatjves: 


- The events of the past year are well calculated to awaken 
our attention. 'The season was unpropitious to the growth 
of our great staple, and the cost of its production so much 
enhanced by the depreciation of oux.currenáy,'as to leave but 
scant profits to the. planter; We have, however, been 
blessed by the Giver of all Good, with an abundant harvest 
of grain and the enjoyment of better health than usual. 
Penury is unknown in. the land—the elements of our wealth 


' tentain—unwise legislation has brought upon us a great 


calamity.” For about two years thé planter and merchant 
have'alike suffered." Every -indication warrants us in ex- 
peeting bettertimes—confidenee is nearly restored. Most of 
onr banks havexesumed specie payments, aud the residue 
will-be, compelled to.follow the example or to close their 
business |, " 

The price of cotton hes advanced fully fifty per cent., and 
the crop of ast year will, nodoubt, sell for as much as that of 
1837. A sound currency will greatly diminish the cost of 
its production. Industry, prudence and-economy will soon 


relieve the distresses ofthe county: ‘Experience has taught 


, us a salutary lesson. and: it is incumbent upon us to guard 


against the recurrence of evils, similar to those which have 
afflicted the country for the past two years. 

Our amended:constitution has been in operation about six 
years, More.liberal in ità provisions than those of our sister 
states, it leaves to the people the periodical election of all 


their officers'end has. realized the expectations ofits framers. 


Our judicial and executive officers are fully equal to those | 


chosen in a different manner. No code of laws has yet been 
enacted to carry out its provisions, and many of its injunc- 
tions have been disregarded. Property qualifications having 
been repudiated, and a short residence and mature age being 
the sole passports to the ballot box, and to office, it 1s essen- 


*- 
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tial to our happiness and ,the preservation of our liberty, to 
provide sufficient means and proper inducements to ensure 
the éducation of every childin the state; . Our resources. pre 
ample, and 'every citizen is interested in the intellectual ad- 
vancement of those who. will, hereafter, control the destiniés 
of the cóüntry. Common schools should. be established in- 
every towhship having a sufficient :ndmber of scholars to 
authorize the ‘employment of. a teacher. The children of 
the rich and the poor could there acquire learning sufficient 
to qualify them for the ordinary avocations of life, free of 
charge, A light fax on the property in the township, 
together with the funds arising from the rent of the school 
sections and the literary fund, already distributed, would be 
amply sufficient to defray the expense. The constitution 
enjoins upon us the encouragement-of schools, and requires 
us to provide the means of education. ` 

The seminary fund now amounts to. three hundred and 
fourteen.thousand.one hundred and forty-six and twenty- 
four hundredths dollars, exclusive of interést,and t half sec- 
tion of land. ‘This fund has accrued from the sale of thirty- 
six sections of land, donated by the general government to 
the State, The notes are, generally, welLsecured, but many 
of them have been long under protest. ‘They are deposited 
in the Planters’ bank, and the auditor:of ‘public. accounts is 
entrusted with their collection. - The late.auditoz, Johi He , 
Mallory, has embezzled a portion. of the fund, and itis ree . 
quisite that further provision be made for its security. - 'Phe 
‘terms of the grant seem to forbid a division'of the fundyánd 
the best interests of the State : require the immediate estab- . 
lishment ofthe seminary. -It should. be located in a salubri- 
ous and healthy situation, Where living. is cheap. A suffi- 
cient amount could be realized the present year, to erect 
suitable buildings. 'Two:hundred thousand dollars might 
be retained, and the interest'used to pay the professors, and. 
other incidental expenses. 'In a few-years the university 
would furnish an ample supply of good teachers for our 
free schools. Unless the university is speedily established, 
or the law providing for the collection of the fund changed; 
a large portion of it may be lost. Many of the drawers of 
the notes are dead, and others have removed out of the State. 
The whole fund could be safely managed by the regents‘of 
the university. Sectarian and party influence should be 
guarded against, and the benefits of the institution forever: 
secured to every portion of the people of the State. The 
immense sums annually expended abroad by our citizens, in : 
the education of their children, takes away much of our ~< 
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means; and operates injuriously.on. our welfiire. ., Siniefons

- Jefferson College is the oldest institution ofthe kind,in the 
State, It is well endowed;but.hàs never been in a very 
flourishing condition, and for some time past has heen closed. 
‘Eminent proféssors have lately been elected to take ‘charge 
of the institution. It is to be hoped that it may yet flourish, 
and send forth scholars useful to the State, capable of adorn- 
ing any station, and of emulating the fame of the illustrious 
“statesman whose name it, bears. « The correspondence here- 
with submitted, will place you, in possession of the present 
situation of the college. ''Plie* property owned by the insti- 
` tution amounts to the.sum of two hundred and forty-gight 
thousand seven hundred: and forty-eight dollars and thirty- 
nine cents.. :À suffieient-amount is available o pne it ira 
. Situation to be*eminently useful tothe State. “The high lite- 
rary. attainments. ánd-urtblemished integrity of the president 
and professors chosén to conduct. the college, will soon place : 
it ona pooma basis. The charter makes the Governor 
of the State ex-officio president òf the board of trustees. I 
was present at the meeting of the board on the 27th of Octo- 
her last, and aided.in the. selection of the present faculty. 
It affords me great pleasure to be able to inform you that a ` 
large majority of the trustees are decidedly opposed to placing 
the institution under séctariay:influence; and all of them are 
resolved to diffuse the -benefits df. the institution, as far as 
practicable tò every portion of.the State. The circular 
herewith: transmitted, will show that it is the determination 
of the board to educate, annually, five students,at the expense 
of the institution, and to give tuition to fifty-six others. The 
plan adopted will secure equal advantages to every county 
jn the State, Suitable measures will, no doubt, be taken to 
protect those students from insult; and we may fondly hope 
. that some of them may, hereafter, fill the most exalted sta- 
tions in the commonwealth. Learning, talents and integ- 
rity are the only passports to office in a free government. 
'I*o vacancies exist, in the board of trustees, which it will 
be your duty to fill—one of. them was occasioned by the de- 
cease of Colonel Joseph Sessions, who was long a resident,

Our mineral resources are unknown;.but it is 
believed that a.great abundance of. iron ‘ore ‘can be found. 


A demand now exists for rock to construct our rail roads 
and but little of it can be had with convenience. | [nvestign- 
tion would bring to light various rocks and minerals, which 
could be turned to a profitable- account. - A topographical 
survey is also desirable.. Mens maybe discovered to re- 
claim several millions of acres ‘of rich alluvial land now 
subject to annual inundation.. By the coristruction. af levees, 
opening and straightening thé various hayous, atid clearing 
off the timber, and exposing the whole surface of the low 
lands to the action of the sun; a great portion of our swamp 
lands may bé rendered susceptible of cultivation. 
The eighth section of the seventh, article of the constitu- 
tion provides, that “no money-from the treasury shall be 
appropriated to objects of internal improvement, unless à - 
bill for that purpose be approved by two-thirds of both 
branches of the Legislature.” It is to be lamented that such 
an anti-republican provision should have been, ineorporatéd 
in our fundamental law. It denies to .the majority their 
most sacred rights, and puts it in the power of the few to retard

- "The. whole State-is intersected wBh large rivers; contain- 
ing no rapids, and it is only necessary to cutsthe logs from 
their beds, and the pendant trees.on the banks, to make 
them navigable, for .a great portion’ of ‘the year, by steam- 
boats, and the whole ‘year by keel: boats; navigation could 
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be had in every portion of the State; and no one would have ' 


to haut his products far, in order to obtain transportation to 
tlié best markets and procuré hisnecessary supplies. A bale 
of cotton can be freighted a thousand miles, on a steamboat, 
. as cheap as it can be carried thirty miles. on a rail road. 
Five.hundred thousand dollars judiciously, expended in 
clearing out the various rivers and creeks in the State would 
be'of more real benefit to the people than’ thé construction 
ofall the rail roads now in progress of completion. Those 
who are so fortunate as to be situated near good navigation 
ought not to deny the means necessary for the acquirement 
of equal advantages:to other.portions of the State. Rail roads 
üre of great convenience and: always benefit the cities at 
their termination;‘but all experience proves that they never 
can .conie.in. competition with steam or keel boats in the 
transportation-of bulky or heavy articles. > 
"Phe.rail roads now in progiéss of completion are deser- 
ving of yout favorable consideration." The Vicksburg and 
Jackson rail road will be completed. during ‘the present 
. year, and. tlie" Mississippi rail. road is advancing rapidly to 
completion. ‘Fhese companies ; have prosecuted their seve- 
‘ral works im good faith, and, considering the pressure of the 
times, have done much. - 'T'ne'Grand Gulf and Port Gibson 
—the. St. Francisville and Woodville, and the Mississippi 
and Alabama rail road, companies, have prosecuted their 
several .works with ‘but. little vigor, and the various other 
rail road.and banking companies, have not even com- 
menced the improvements they are required to make.— 
Banking seems to be their.entire object and only care. 
‘Those companies striving to construct the great improve- 
ments they have undertaken, deserve your aid. No taxes 
should be imposed upon them, and it deserves consideration, 
' wliether the credit of the State should not be brought to 
their relief. One of the rail road banks, already has been 
wholly, and others partially, relieved from making roads. 
This policy is clearly wrong. Making public improvements 
has always been the pretence for obtaining such charters, 
and in strict justice, exemptions from the burthen should 


* 
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noi be tolerated. The-blending of banking and internal 


improvement will, in the end, prove injurious to the stoele- 


holders and the State. Ihave never favored the scheme, 
and my best reflections have confirmed me in the-opiriion, 
that it should be extended no farther. 'The State, with. her 
credit, could make all the rail roads she requires; the rate 
of tolls could then be kept under the control of the Legisla- 
ture, and when the profits of the work had indemnified. the 


State for the cost of construction, the road might be surren- 


" 


dered to the free use of the people, or the profits paid into 
the State treasury. n : 


The law, at present, is a sealed book to the great mass - 


of the community; but few, even of the judges and other 
public ofticers, are in possession of all the statutes—complete 
copies are not to be had—the unwritten law still governs 
our judges in the adjudication of cases. ‘The labor of many 
years is required to understand what laws govern us, and 
. we have to employ counsel at great expense to vindicate our 
rights. The codes of Justinian, of.Prederiek of Prussia, 
of Napoleon, and of Livingston, prove that law can be 
written in intelligible language, reduced, to a system, and 
made capable of being understood by all who read. In the 
year 1833, the Legislature, appointed Genl. P. Rutilius-R. 
Pray to “amend the phraseology of the existing statutes and 
to prune, correct and arrange, alter and amend the provisions 


thereof, so far as may be necessary to render. the code har- ` 


monious in itself, and consistent with the provisions öf the 
revised constitution."- In pursuance of that:.authority,.a 
new code was prepared, and submitted to the Legislature, 
two years ago. The arrangement of the work is admirable 
—technical phrases are avoided—the language is plain and 


intelligible, and any one able to read’ could know the law 


that guarantees to him his rights, his property and his liberty, 
should the code be adopted by the Legislature.: Strenuous 
objections have been made to the proposed Revised Statutes, 
by many who have never read them or studied their provi- 
sions. Some ate so wedded to black letter books and the 


unwritten or common law, asto be unwilling tó believe " 


that any improvement can be made. We live in an age 
which contradicts all such assumptions. The civil.and 
penal codes of Louisiana have fully answered the desired, 
end, and to advance in the science of codification, we have 
only to follow those who have advanced before us: Most 
of the provisions in Pray’s Code,. are copied from statutes 
in other States, which have already received a judicial 


construction. No difficulty, therefore, could arise in inter- 
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‘preting them—the ‘eminent ‘jurist, who‘ framed the code, 
now filis one of our highest judicial stations—all doubtful 
questions would soon be placed beyond dispute. 1t has too 
long been the’ custom to look for the law in the opinions 
of jurists. . The Legislative will expressed, in accordance 
"with the constitution, is the only law recognized. in a free 
government.‘ The present is à most auspicious time for the 
adoption of an entire new code of laws. ‘Fully. one "half 
of our population have recently emigrated to the State, are 
"nacquainted with the existing Jaws, and could sooner 
‘become familiar with.a new code, than the old, for copies 
of the code of 1822,’ are not to be had. Should you, in 
_ your wisdom, décline acting on the three fist books of the 
‘Revised Statutes, it will be necessary to authorize and pro- 
‘vide. for the reprinting of the code of 1822, in order that 
. those officers, now destitute, may be supplied. ‘The best 
interests of the State are jeopardized, in consequence of our 
public officers being unable to obtain complete setts of the 
existing ‘statutes. There is no security for life, liberty, or 
` property, deprived, as the people are, of access to the laws. 
A new criminal code, adapted to the penitentiary system, 
will require. your éarly attention.. The state prison is in a 
rapid progress of ‘completion, and’will be ready for the re- 
ception of cónyiets in a few months. ‘The severity of the 
existing code, and the gredt’number of crimes punishable 
by death, prevent its enforcemént—laws that outrage public 
opinion, are ‘but. seldom exécuted —the spirit of the age is 
opposed to‘haniging, branding, cropping, whipping, and the 
pillory—crimes äre punished for the sake of the example, 
and the certainty of conviction is a much surer preventive 
of crime, than severity of punishment. Having examined . 
with some care the fourth book of' Pray's Revised Statutes, 
I cheerfully recommend it to your favorable consideration: 
with some slight changes, it would secure society against the 
-aggressions of the depraved, and by ensuring the conviction 
of the guilty, Operate as a salutary example, and thus deter 
. others from the perpetration of crime. Solitary confinement 
: at. hard labor, would have a more powerful effect, in pre- 
. venting crime, than any other mode of punishment. 'The 
. revisér has wisely recommended, that murder, and arson, 
in the first degree, and treason, alone, should be capitally 
` punished, and that executions should take place in the 
prison or prisen ‘yard; in the presénce of certain officers. 
The horrid spectacle of an execution effects no good; on 
` the contrary, it usually. excites the sympathies of the be- 
holders, and in their eyes, the felon becomes a martyr. Ifa 
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system of criminal jurisprudence’ was so graduated, as 
clearly to mark out the various degrees of crime and affix 
the áppropriate punishment, convictions would become al- 
most certain, and the majesty, of the law be vindicated —the 
code proposes all these objects, and, in addition, it defines, 
with great precision, every species of crime—designates the 
manner of ‘arresting the aceused, and of proceeding in the 
trial. It is unjust to punish those who cannot readily as- 
certain what is prohibited. Under the existing system, it 
requires a learned lawyer, after consulting an immense mass 
of books, to find out the Tong catalogue of offences punish- 
able by statute, and at common law. 

To prevent, if possible, the lawless acts of violence which 
have so long gone unpunished in the State, and to put down 

‘those harpies who are preying on the community, and wrest- 

: ing from' our citizens their hard earnings at the gaming 
table, I recommend to your consideration the propriety of 
giving compensation, in the shape of tax fees, to the district 
attorneys. A certain sum should be taxed in the bill of 
eosts, commensurate with the difficulty of procuring a con- 
vietion, to be collected out of the defendant. A tax fee of one 
hundred dollars, for each conviction, would soon drive the 
faro deàlers from the purlieus of the capitol, and fromthe 
towns and villages which they have been so long robbing., 
No additional burthen would+be thrown on the State, for 
the tax fees, now collected, seldom reach the State treasury. 
Further legislation is requisite in relation to the criminal 
court. The district attorney of the first" judicial district 
is required to attend the sessions of tite criminal court, in 
four counties, in addition tọ his daties in the circuit court. 
The terms of the two courts conflict, and the labors required 
of that officer are much greater than he can well perforin. 
In the event of his absence from court he is required to pay 
the compensation allowed the person appointed to fill his 
place—a greater compensation should be allowed than that 
now fixed by law, or less labor should be required. ` 

The report of the joint committée of the Legislature on 
the books and papers of the late auditor, John H. Mallory, 
and the State funds, is herewith transmitted. It appears 
that he is a defaulter to the amount of fifty-four thousand 
and seventy-nine dollats and ninety-six cents—all (except 
$230 58,) on account of town lots and the three per cent, ' 
seminary and sinking funds. 'The existing law gives the 
auditor exclusive control of the money arising from the sale 
of town lots and the three per cent. aad seminary funds, 
and he is also one of the commissioners of the sinking fund. 
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It was intended that the auditor and treasurer should be 
checks on each other; yet, by an oversight, more power 
hàs been vested in the auditor than, perhaps, was intended. 
The trust reposed has been sadly abused, and he has been 
enabled, thus long, to conceal, his defaleations in conse- 
quence of heing most unwisely authórized to receive.money 
which should .have been audited and paid into the State 
treasury in the usual' manner. Great leoseness appears to 
have prevailed in both the auditors and treasurers office 
during the yearg, 1836 and 1827. "The late treasurers C. 
C. -Mayson, appears to have been ‘isi’ the habit of receiving 
‘money of tax collectors, arid others, without the production 
of the auditors, receipt warrant, as required by law. "'This 
may.exempt the securities, on his bond, from liability, but 
it will operate most oppressively on the tax collectors, to be 
compelled to pay the money again. The resolution approved 
May 11th, 1837, authorized “the state treasurer to receive 
of the several tax collectors of this State, the notes of all the 
ehartered banking companies of the State of Mississippi, in 
payment and discharge of all the warrants issued by the 
auditor of public account: apon the treasurer of the 
State;” and the act approved May 2d, 1837, authorized him 
to receive the distributive share of the surplus revenue of 
the United ‘States, required to. be deposited with this State. 
«No authority was .given him to receive of the. government 
of the United States any thing’ but gold and silver, or the 
notes of specie paying banks, yet, in defiance of law, he 
received payment of the treasury drafts in such depreciated 
paper as the Agricultural bank chose to give him, and de- 
posited. a portion thereof in the branch of the Commercial 
and Rail Road bank of Vicksburg, at Clinton, and the resi- 
due in the office'of the Planters’ bank at Jackson. | About 
two hundred thousand dollars of the money received of the 
"Agricultural bànk.on account of the surplus revenue, was 
' deposited in the office of:the Planters’ bank at Jackson, and 
that branch has, ever since the suspension, refused to pay 

` out any thing to the public creditors, except Brandon money. 
In.order that future defaleations may be prevented, I beg 
leave.to recommend an entire consolidation, revision, and 
amendment. of all the laws in relation to the duties of the 
4 auditor, treasurer and assessors and collectors. No suffi- 
, cient -reason exists why the auditors bond should not eon- 
. tain as heavy a penalty as that of the State treasurer, and 
. he should, in no ease, be authorized to receive money on 
acčount of the State or any particular fund. A change 
Should be made in relation to the method of keeping the 
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accounts in the treasürer's. office—moneys paid into the 
treasury on account of the literary, three per cent, and - 
seminary funds, is linble'to be drawn out. for the ordinary 
expenses of governmient—those fnnds should not bé diverted 
from their legitimate object, I invoke your particular atten- 
tion to the laws in relation to the appointment and-duties of 
assessors and. cellectors—thée whole system needs amend- 
ment—their bonds are insufficient, and not filed in the proper 
place—the office of .assessor and collector, in the large 
counties particularly, should be severed, and separate bonds 
given for assessing, and -for collecting taxes. When both 
offices are united ín one individual, a failure to return thé 
assessment roll renders it difficult to hold the collector re- 
sponsible for failing to pay the taxes he may collect into the 
State treasury. a P ! A 

It is deserving of your serious consideration, whether the 
embezzlement of the public*money should not be made fe- 
lony, and punishable by imprisonment in the state prison. 

The law prescribing the duties of auctioneers, requires 
amendment; they interfere with the regular merchant, and: 
the taxes they are required to pay, from some cause or other, 
fail to reach the State treasury. n | - 

The report of the adjutant general is, herewith submit- 
ted; during the last year most of the regiments have been 
organized ;«our citizen soldiers: are awakehing to the im- 
portance of preparing. in peace for war: The number of 
volunteer companies:have been more than doubled; and I 
feel confident that, by: the close-of the present year, I will 
be enabled to have every regiment organized ahd officered ; 
in addition, it is expected that forty volunteer companies

"The faith of the State is pledged for the re- 
démbption of two, millions of dollars of bonds, sold to take - 
stock in the Planters’ bank, and for the'whole of the capital 
of the Mississippi Union bank. `A just regard for the honor

of the State demands that thoge institutions should-bé matis. 
aged with great prudence, in order that ample provision be 
made for the punctual payment of the interest and of the 
bonds at maturity. Both of those institutions have refused. 
to suffer their affairs to be examined by- commissioners: 
chosen by the Legislature for that purpose; and the reásón. 
assigned by one of them for refusing’ is most extraordinary. 
Banks that are well conducted have nothing to fear from 
public scrutiny; and the right of visitation inthe founder 
of a corporation, is unquestionable. By an express clausé‘in 
the law creatirig the board of bank commissioners, ali-banks 
subsequently chartered were made subject to-its provisions. 
The Union bank was chartered: Iong after-its passage, and 
the State is yet the sole stockholder. The commissioners 
Were sworn officers; and requifed by the most solemn obli- 
poe of duty to examine that institution, yet.they were te- 
used admittance on the flimsy pretext that their minds werc 
biased-; they were not judicial officers, nor were they jurors, 
Whether that institution or any other is to be suffered to put 
the sovereign will of:the people of the State at defiance is 
for their representatives to determine, ` It is to be regretted 
that the Union bank should have''added to the quantity. ' 
of depreciated paper in circulation, by thie-issue of a large 
amount of post notes having ten months to rün to maturity. 
The payment of these notes'to their customers at par, was 
not only oppressive, but unauthorized. “Those who obtained 
discounts and received: post notes in payment, indirectly paid. 
to the bank seven and one-third per cent. for four months, 
equal to twenty-two per cent. per annum; neither the profits 
ef agriculture, nor the gains of commerce, will justify the - 
borrowing of money at such onerous rates. The 38th sec- 
tion of the charter provides that the bank "shall not deal-in 
exchange, foreign or dómestic, at a higher rate than six per: 
cent, per annum on six months bills or a shorter time, and’ 
seven per cent. on bills at a longer time." Checks are, in 
effect, bills of exchange; and selling bills is assuredly deal. 
ing in them, such chéeks have been sold by the bank at five 
and six per cent. premium fortheir own notes, and'tén per . 
cent, premium for the notes.of several of the river bànks; 
which notes were in some instances again *paid out at the 
counter to their customers at par. ` E e 
* The failure of the bank to establish hêr branches, has 
operated most oppressively on those-living remote from the 
parent bank. They could not possibly obtain equal advan: 
tages with those more fortunately situated. Their securities 
Were not generally known, and the expense of travelling 
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ond óther inconveniences have in a measure deprived them 
* of the amount of loans: güarafiteed by the charter to the 
several districts. These violations of the letter and spirit 
ofthe chaxtér, however, dwindle into comparative insignifi- 
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^eance, when placed by the side of the monstróus assumption 
Ofpower-oh the part of the bank, in seeking to monopolize 
the cotton crop of.the, State, and becoming a factor and 
shipper of our. great staple. _I venture to affirm that not a 
single mémber of the Legislature who voted for that charter 
ever intended to confer such dangerous puwers; nor does a 
fair construction of that instrument warrant the bank in ex- 
ercising.them.: "Thé banks which heretofore advanced on 
cotton generally try to justify their eonise by pleading ne- 
éessity, in order that they might replenish their vaults with 
specie; most of them are now satisfied that the system is 
wrong. in principle, and are willing to abandon it. With.a 
capital of fifteen and a half millions of dollars the Mississippi 
Union batik, if suffered to'do so, could monopolize the whole 
cotton crop of the: State, and every article of produce and 
merchandize, depopulate our townis, prostrate our merchants 
and crush our planters, Cn ee 
- This system of advancing will absorb the-#vailable means 
of the institution, and throw-the discounts óf the bank into 
the liands of the large cotton planters and the speculators, 
and depriye those. of loans-who do not produce cotton; nor 
will those who. get advances on cotton be ultimately bene- 
fitted, for all experience proves that the profits of such spec- 
ulations seldom reaclr the pockets of. the producer. 
` An amendment of the charter of the Planters’ bank is 
required. A single individual holding the proxies of the 
non-resident stockholders, annually elects a majority of the 
directors, and exercises a controlling influence over its af- 
fairs. -The State owns the larger portion of the stock, and 
in "strict justice, is entitled to.a majority of the directors. 
-The report of thé auditor of public accounts proves that 
great abuses have prevailed in the management of that insti- 
‘tution, and that every impedimenf was thrown in his way, 
in order. to deprive him, of an opportunity of ascertaining and 
reporting the true situation of the bank. This course has ' 
' never been pursued in añy other State where the people had- 
contributed a portion of the capital. The Legislature of 
ee two years ago, called for, and obtained from all the 
banks in which, she owned stock, a. full statement of the 
names, residence and occupation of all the debtors of those 
institutions and their several liabilities, ' The right of the 
` State to demand. fhe information was not seriously ques- 
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tioned by ary one, and the statements. were, furnished.as 
soon as they cotild bé obtained.’ I am not aware-that this ` 
right has been questioned in any State of this Union except 
Mississippi. I call your attention to the 23d, 24th,.25th and. 
26th sections of the act to establish the Planters’ bank of the: 
State of Mississippi. 'lhose sections have been. utterly tis- 
regarded. It was evidently intended that one half of the 
capital of the bank should be distributed among the various 
senatorial districts of the State on mortgaved security.— 
The equal advantages contemplated by the charter, would 
be promoted by insisting on a full compliance with those 
provisions. It would greatly strenthen the security of the 
State, as well as the credit of the bank, to have one half of -> 
her capital fairly distributed and well secured by mortgages 
on real estate. The relief thus afforded, would have a salu- 
tary effect. WH 
1 conceive it my duty, to express in advance the views 1 
entertain, in relation to the new system of banking, which 
has been adopted by one of the States óf this Union, and 
which may be sought. to ‘be introduced into this State. — 
Banking when based upon solid capital and proper princi» 
ples, might safely be left opén to all who choose to embark 
in the business. To ensure success to a free system of bank- 
ing, a general bankrupt law is indispensable. This power 
has been delegated to the government of the United States," 
and placed beyond our control. Banks of discount. and 
deposite might be useful under this system, but banks of cir- 
culation would eventually prove highly injurious to the 
welfare of the country. Real estate, in this country, affords 
no secure basis for banking operations, for if it is forced inte 
market, and cash payment demanded, during a period of gen- 
eral embarrassment, it will not sell for one tenth-of its-value; 
State bonds could not readily be obtained to bank upon, for 
we have no surplus capital to give for them. The circula- 
tion of the State is already much too large; its decrease will 
bring every thing to its proper level, and greatly enhance 
the profits of planting—the merchant will also be benefitted; ` 
The passage of a general banking law, similar in its-char 
acter to the one in New York, under existing circumstances, ' 
would only aggravate the distresses of the country... "^. . 
It appears, from the report of the auditor, that the total 
amount of receipts into the treasury, from the 7th Decem- 
ber, 1837, to the 31st of December, 1838, amount to the sum

already-sufficiently onerous,. But few of our banking insti- 
tutions pay any tax, either.on their capital stock or real estate. 
"Phe.report of the auditor, hetewith transmitted, will show 
the amount of tax assessed on them last year. The Com- 
_amiercial bank of Manchester, I am informed, was not as- 
"* séssed, because thenct to tax bank stock provides it shall be 
taxed ‘as provided in the aet of incorporation. The charter 
of that bank-contains no clause in relation.to taxation. 
Somé of the barks have refused to. give to the assessors a. 
description of their real estate, alledging, that inasmuch as 
their capital stock was exempt from taxation, no taxes could 
bestnposed on their real estate. Efficient measures will, in 
due season, be.taken to enforce the collection of all arrearages 
of taxes now-due, and to colléct taxes of all the corporations 
liable to gaxation,. under the existing laws, which have not

A message from the Governor, by Mr. B. R. Cowherd, 
his private secretary: 
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To the House of Representatives: 

I have the honor to transmit to the House of Representa- 
tives, the report of the commissioners appointed by my pre- 
decessor, to superintend the opening and canaling the Ya- 
Zoo Pass, together with a copy of tho agreement with two of 
the contractors; also a statement of the auditor, showing 
the amount expended before I came into office. After the 
auditor furnished me that statement, he discovered a mis- 
take of four hundred and fifty dollars, which amount I 
forthwith refunded to the treasurer. I paid on the draft o£ 
the commissioners the sum of two thousand dollars, and it 
seems from their report that fifty dollars drawn from the 
treasury has not been accounted for. I presume this is a 
mistake in making out their report. 

I also submit to your consideration the -correspondence of 
the executive with the Planters’ bank of the State of Missis- 
sippi, and the office of that institution at Jackson; also the 
correspondence: with the Mississippi and Alabama rail road 
company, and with William Nichols, the State architect, 
and J. A. Van Hoesen, the late State treasurer; also a copy of 
the letter of A. P. Merrill, the cashier of the -Agricultnral 
bank, to L. Pitcher, the special commissioner appointed to 
examine that bank, also a letter of the auditor, showing^the- 
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receipts and expenditüfes of the tréasury, ffrom the 10th of 
May, 1837, to the.6th of December, 1837, being the day hc 
entered: on the discharge of his: duties, and the receipts and 
expendituros from the 7th of Deceriber, 1837, to the.end of 
that fiscal year., These documents will place you in pos- 
session. of the information requested by the resolution of the 
19th inst. The receipts into the treasury from the’ 10th of 
May, 1837, to the 31st of December, 1838, (exclusive of the 
surplus revenue,) amounted to the sum of $207,098 09; and 
the disbursements during:the same period, were $502,612 83. 

The.surplus revenie received in 1837, amounted to the. . 
sum of $382,335 30. One third of that sum, (being.one 
instalment,) was received in a treasury draft on the Planters’ 
bank, at Natchez, and remained there until checked out by 
the State treasurer, and that amount, so far as Lam advised, 
was paid out in notes of the old banks. : 

The other two instalments were drawn by the treasurer 
out of the Agricultural bank; and the letter of the cashier 
will show, that the whole amount, except twenty-four hiini- 
dred dollars was received in the notes of the old. banks, and 
I have good reason to-.-believe that the same was deposited 
in like funds, by the treasurer, in the office of the Planters’ 
bank at this place. - Ever since the suspensión, the demands 
on the treasury have far exceeded the sums paid in by the 
tax collectors, and the treasurer was authorized to receive 
the notes of our non-specie paying banks from tax collectors 
alone. Sihee Lsent in my message, I have ascertained that 
for a short time-last spring, the office of the Planters’ bank, 
at this plaee, paid out.to the public creditors notes of -the 
old ‘banks, Having no notes of the Brandon or new banks on 
hand at the time. . 

„Koon after I came into office, I called, with the treasurer’s 
eheeks, on the office of the Planters’ bank, at this place, for 
the amount’ of the contingent fund, and demanded notes of 
the old river banks, but could get no other kind but Bran- 
don. At my solicitation, the president of the bank at Nat- 
chez, agréed to fiirnish specie to pay postage for the execu- 
tive officers, and:‘I obtained - front the office here, specie to. 
pay postage for three quarters of the last year. ME 

_Onthe 10th inst., Laddressed a.respectful letter to the pre- 
sident of the office of the Planters’ bank, at this place; but 
have received no reply, and was informed by one of the di- 
reetors'of the, Planters’ bank that none need be expected.

Gentlemen: Enclosed you will receive a copy of the pro- 
ceedings of a meeting of the contractors and workmen en- 
gaged on the public buildings at this place. You will per- 
ceive that unless the Planters’ bank, at once, resolves to pay 
out to the public creditors, such money as she has received 
on- deposite for the State, that the completion of the State 
house will be suspended, and the Legislature at their next 
session deprived of the benefits of a house suitable for their 
deliberations. Previous to the resolution of the 11th May, 
1837, the treasurer was forbidden to receive any thing in 
payment of the public dues, except specie, or the notes of 
specie-paying banks. i 

That resolution only authorizes him to receive of taz col- 
lectors the notes of any of the incorporated banks of this 
State. On the 10th of May, 1837, the State treasury was 
bankrupt; since that period, the three first instalments of the 
surplns revenue, amounting to $382,335 30, have been. re- 
ceived; two-thirds of that sum in drafts, on the Agricultural; 
and one-third on the Planters’ bank. It appears that the 
Agrienltural bank paid the two drafts on her in checks on 
various banks in this State, and a portion of it in Brandon 
money, and that said checks and money were deposited in 
the branch of the Planters’ bank, at this place, to the credit 
of the State treasurer. " i 

The enclosed statement of the acting cashier of the Plan- 
ters’ bank, at this place, will show the amountdeposited and 
disbursed since the 4th of May, 1837, and establishes the fact 
that the Planters’ bank has received since the 4th of May, 
1837, the sum of $408,139 12; and paid out during the 
same period, $322,483 95. Not one-half of the sum depo- 
sited was in the notes of the Brandon bank, and in the notes 
of banks chartered since the first of January, 1837; and the 
Planters’ bank has already paid out to the creditors of the 
State, about double the amount deposited, in notés on the 
Brandon and the new banks, and has invariably paid out the 
notes of the Brandon and the new banks, except the amount 
furnished for postage, the State library, furniture’ for the 
state house, and to purchase some materials in New Orleans. 

I would respectfully ask if itis just and proper for the 
Planters’ bank to pursue such a system? Common fairness 
certainly réquires of the bank to pay out funds of equal 
value with those they receive on deposite; and if it is unable 
to do so, itshould at least pay out the notes of the Planters’ 
bank, and not force on the contractors and laborers on the 
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public buildings, and other claimants, worthless trash which 
the bank itself refuses to take in payment of debts or on de- 


site. : 

P Enclosed J also forward a statement from the books of the 
auditor, showing the amount paid into the State treasury, 
from the. 10th of May, 1837, until the 27th of February, 
1838, (inclusive of the surplus revenue) the disbursements, 
since the latter period, have greatly exceeded the payments 
into the treasury. . 

I am informed that one instalment of the surplus revenue, 
(@127,445 10,) was deposited in the Planters’ bank, at 
Natchez, and that most of it still remains there. Does the 
bank insist on their right to pay over that amount also'in 
Brandon paper and that of the new banks, or will they pay 
the checks of the treasurer on that fund iu their own paper 
or that of the old banks? 

The State owns more than one-half of the stock in the 
Planters’ bank, and it is not her wish to defraud her creditors 
by paying them off in depreciated paper, worth fifty cents in 
the dollar, in order to obtain large dividends on her stock. 

The stock of the private stockholders in the bank has 
never been taxed; they have been for many years in the 
quiet possession of exclusive privileges, for which they have 
never paid a bonus nor performed distinguished public ser- 
vices. Their dividends have been increased by the use of 
the funds of the State, and in addition to all this, they have 
been permitted for the last fifteen months to select the most 
depreciated paper in their vaults, and palm it off on the offi- 
cers of the government and the laborers on the public build- 
ings. All Lask, is that the bank shall pay out such funds as 
it has received or may hereafter receive on deposite to the 

.credit of the State treasurer. 'T'he contractors and laborers 
will be content, at present, with the paper of any of our 
banks chartered previous to the 1st March, 1836, except that 
of the Mississippi. and Alabama rail road company. Itis 
easy for the Planters’ bank to ascertain the kind of funds 
deposited to the credit of the State, and the kind paid out, 
and Itrust that if they ascertain that they have already paid 
out more. of the money of the Brandon and new banks than 
was ever deposited, they will cease to offer it in payment. 

So far as I am individually concerned, I care not what 
kind of money my salary is paid in, but the case is far dif- 
ferent with those who earn their daily bread by laboring in 
the service of the State; nor do I wish the bank to consider 
me a supplicant for others. I am ‘bound by a solemn obli- 
gation, to“take care that the law be faithfully executed;" 
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and I have yet to learn that a corporation in which the State 
is a principal stockholder, is above the laws, and cannot be 
made to do justice to the State as well as her creditors. 

I have therefore to request that the board will, as early 
as convenient, advise me.  .

made the following report: 


‘The select committee to whom was referred the petition. 
of the president and selectmen of the city of Natchez, and 
of the trustees of the Natchez hospital, praying for a provi- 
sion for the Natchez hospital, have had the same under 
their consideration, and have instructed-me-to report to this 
House that, in the opinion of your committee, the prayer of 
the said petitioners is most worthy of the serious ang imme- 
diate consideration of the Legislature: |. "o 

Your committee beg leave to report-and remark, that the 


Natchez.hospital was originally established by an act of the . 


Legislalure of this State, passed 18th January, 1825, which 
was'amended by an act passed 3d December, 1830, and 
further amended by an act passed 5th February, 1838.— 
The lot and building of the said hospital were. granted by 
Stephen Minor,.deceased,-of the city of Natchez, to the 
trustees of said hospital, on the 14th May, 1813. 

- Your committee further remark, that the hospital has no 
- available fund on which it can depend, with certainty, with 

the exception of the billiard licenses, in Adams county— 
which constitute the sole available revenue it: derives from 
the State, and amounting to about fifteen, hundred dollars 
per annum—and that it is mainly supported, and has been, 
since its creation, by the liberality of the city of Natchez. 

The hospital, deriving so small and so uncertain a revenue, 
has, necessarily, become considerably involved in debt. One 
of the two courses seem to have presented themselves to 
the trustees: one, either to shut the doors of the institution 
against the pennyless and dying wanderer; the other, to en- 
deavor to afford protection and relief. The latter course 
was adopted, and with- just expectation of assistance’ from 
the State; humanity vindicated her claims. So.greatly was 
the institution depressed, that at one time it was actually 
compelled to remain closed, until strengthened ' and 
‘supported by loeal assistance, as your committee is in- 
formed. E i 

The consequence has been, necessarily, that, at present 

(as before stated) the institution is considerably in debt. In 
the opinion of your committee, it is absolutely necessary 
that the Natchez hospital should derive a liberal, certain 
and full provision from the State—a provision worthy of 
this people and State.  Your.committee do not consider it 
as a local institution; but one created and intended for that 
humanity which every State ought to throw, not only over 
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its own citizens; but, walking abroad, in its munificénee, 
prepare and tender to the friendless, poor, and sick; from 
whatever clime they may come, or under whatever circum- 
Stances they may be humbled. ~~ n 
In a document placed before them, your committee havé 
perceived that very few of those received into the hospital 
have been Mississippians, but almost “all citizens of other 
States—of the United States, and foreigners from the conti- 
nent of Europe and Great Britain. . ME 
` "l'hegproad mantle of its charity; covers in its.fold, the 
Mississippian, Tennesseean, the Kentuckian, Virginian, in 
a word, the American, German, Polander, Frenchman, 
Englishman, and the Irishman; it comforts, shelters, chef- 
ishes, and preserves man, regarding not his place of nativ= 
ity, but his misfortunes*not his country, but his condition. 
This application really appears to this committee to be 
founded not only on considerations of domestic benefit, but 
on principles of extended humanity. And it isa duty, and but 
a proper return we owe to the various civilized nations of - 
the human family. It would be repulsive to the citizens of 
this State, and showing to their sensibility, that as a people, 
we afford no comfort, no kindness, no charity, no shelter, 
no assistance to man, in his deepest condition of sickness 
and adversity; whilst in every nation, and State ranked 
among the civilized, one of our own fellow-citizens, a tráv- 
eller to a strange land, a wanderer from his own home, no 
matter how hümble he may be, how unfortunate, how desti- 
tute, can, and does find a protection, a shelter, and a sancti- 
ary. Under these views, and impressed with these considera: 
tions, your committee, regarding the dictates of humanity, 
and the high honor of the State; and believing that in this 
“respect, the said institution should be provided for, by an 
annual and certain donation from the State, liave instructed 
me to teport the following bill. i

* An act to change the name of Natchez hospital, and for its 
relief and benefit," ~

Mr. Hancock, on the part of & majority of the joint com- 
mittee, in relation to the Mississippi Union bank, made the 
following report: 
The joint committee, appointed to examine the affairs of 

the Mississippi Union Bank, in conformity to the in- 

structions of both branches of the Legislature, have the - 
honor to make the following : ` 
: REPORT: " 

Your committee, for the purpose of more fully discharging 
the duties assigned them by the Legislature, repaired to the 
banking house of the Mississippi Union bank, where they 
were politely received by H. G. Runnels, Esq., president 
of the board of managérs, who readily afforded them free 
access to all the books and correspondence relating to the af- 
fairs of the bank, and personal information on many subjects 
connected with the investigation committed to them. 

And here the committee take occasion to commend the 
frank, open and unhesitating disposition manifested by the 
president to them, during their protraeted sitting, when he 
was called upon for information upon every subject of in- 
quiry by the committee. 

'The examination was commenced with the journal, con- 
taining all the proceedings, deliberations and ordinances of 
the board of managers, from the first meeting of the board 
on the 22d of February, 1838, up to the time of the com- 
mencement of the investigation. And your committee can- 
not refrain from apptauding the zeal and spirit of candor that 
animated the board in the difficult and tedious task of orga- 
nizing the institution, and which manifested itself in all of 
their subsequent and multifarious duties, and feel a pride in 
being able to testify, thàt the board of managers have shown, 
in every attitude in which they were placed, a painful anxi- 
ety to pursue the charter of the bank to the letter, and per- 
form their duties with the most scrupulous fidelity. 

After the Governor of the State had made the subscription 
required of him by the supplement to the charter of the five 
millions of the capital stock allotted to the State, and exe- 
cuted in pursuance thereof, the State bonds in favor of the 
bank, the board of managers took immediate steps to have 
the bonds brought into market, and, to that end, proceeded 
to the appointment of three gentlemen, of known ability, as 
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edinmissioners, to dispose of them in any foreign or home 
market. The gentlemen selected- for this responsible and 
high‘ trust were, Messrs. James ©. Wilkins, William M. 
Pinekard and Edward C. Wilkinson. These gentlemen, 
duly authorized to make a negotiation of the bonds, for that 
purpose left the State early-in July last.| But little hopes 
were entertained at the time, of their being successful in 
their mission ; for it will be remembered, at that time the 
whole circulating medium of the United States was greatly 
deranged—confidence in the financial abilities of the coun- 
try prostrate—and no disposition whatever manifested upon 
the part of capitalists to make such heavy investments in 
State stocks. Even the securities of those States, known as 
unembarrassed, and whose character for credit and punctu- 
ality were well established for years, had sought in vain for 
the disposal of their securities. - Contrary, however, to the 
expectation of every one familiar with the distressed condi- 
. tion of the stock market, a negotiation of five millions of the . 
bonds was effected by the commissioners, highly advanta- 
geous to the State and the bank, and in accordance with the 
injunctions of the charter, requiring them to be sold at par 
value. A sale reflecting the-highest credit upon the com- 
missioners themselves, and bringing timely. aid to an embar- 
rassed community. (The particulars connected with the 
sale of the bonds will be gathered by reference to the docu- 
ments accompanying the report, and made a part of it, 
marked A, B, C, D, E.) ` 

-The disposal of the five millions of the bonds thus ef- 
fected, will elevate our State credit abroad, and introduce 
favorably our State securities in a market where they have 
been heretofore but. to a limited extent known, and pave the ` 
way, most auspiciously, to future sales of the remaining ten 
and a half millions. --- . : 

It will be perceived that the purchaser of the first series 
of the bonds, was Nicholas Biddle, Esq., of Philadelphia, 
and: the payments on the same are in instalments of one 
million. each, on the first days of November, 1838, and of 
January, March, May and July, 1839. ‘The four first in- 
stalments at the city of New Orleans, and the last at the 
city of Natchez, in gold or silver, or their equivalent. The 
trade of our State generally ruling in favor of New Orleans, 
where the four first instalments are made payable, and there 
being large balances against our State in that city, the bank, 
by receiving a modérate premium on the checks drawn 
against these instalments, have enabled our citizens, ata 
low rate of- exchange, to liquidate a great portion of their 

foreign debt, and at the same time has realized herself a 
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profit on the transaction, greater than the difference of inte- 
rest ori the bonds (paid by the bank) while the instalments 
without interest are matüring: the result following, that the 
proceeds of the sale of the State bonds, in reality, amount to 
more than their par value. Already two of the instalments 
have been promptly met by the purchaser of the bonds, and 
the bank has been permitted to draw largely on the Mareh 
instalment, with a Bike profit on the exehange drawn against 
it. In the face of these results, a doubt cannot be enter- 
tained but that the sale of the bonds has"been made in strict 
conformity with the letter of instructions from the board of 
managers to the commissioners, and in accordance with the 
injunctions of the bank charter. ; 

On the 27th of September last, the board of managers, 
with the view of responding to the pressing wants of the 
community, commenced discounts on persorial security, and 
on short dates ——having previously determined upon issuing 
post notes, payable on the first of August, 1839. The ques- 
tion arising in the committee, as to the right, as well as to 
the propriety, of the bank making sueh issues, th'e commit- 
tee decided, after a deliberate discussion of the question, ' 
“That there was nothing in the charter of the Union bank 
that inhibited them from issuing post notes, and. that at the 
time and in the peculiar conjuncture in the moneyed affairs 
of the country, the course of the bank was warranted, both 
by expediency and sound policy.” At this time no bank in 
the south-western States was redeeming its circulation with 
specie, or had concluded any arrangements to resume at a 
specific day. Most of our own State banks were, by violent 
contractions, preparing to call in their debts, and withdraw 
their notes, leaving the community scarcely any circulating 
medium to answer the public wants. ‘The insatiate credi- 
tor from abroad, and executions at home, were pressing the- 
country, and the condition of things ealled loudly for relief. 
Appeals were made in vain to the banking institutions of the 
' State, and they were unable, from their crippled situation, 
to afford that relief. The only stay against such a condi- 
tion of things was the hope of something to be done by-the 
Union bank, an institution just called into being, with the 
view of making the landed estates of the country available 
and productive—reduce the rate of interest, and alleviate 
the embarrassments of the State. 

The bank could not hesitate in her course, and resorted 
to the most effectual means within her power, consistent: 
with her own safety. For the bank, at such a critical pe- 
riod, to have issued notes on demand, or payable at a very - 
short time, would have been a most suicidal step. 
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The great demand for specie, and a distrust of bank notes 
in the mind of the public, would have subjected her to in- 
ordinate runs from the holders of her paper, and from other 
banks that might have wished to supply-their own, by ex- 
hausing the vaults of the Union bank. Again: if the Union 
bank had not adopted the post note. system, in the face of 
these things, she eould not have ventured discounting, until. 
the instalments were paid on the purchase of the bonds, 
and she would thereby have lost the interest on so much of 
unemployed money during the time thése payments were 
maturing at New Orleans; and the wants of the people, that 
it was her business to supply, would have become more-in- 
tolerable and severe. Es pats AM 

It might be contended, that if the Unión bank had chosen, 
she might. have sold.her exchange, and taken in payment of 
the same (he notes of the other State banks, which she might 
again have lent out, and avoided the necessity of issuing 
post notes. ‘There are many objections to that course; but 
the simple cireumstance of the other banks adopting the 
most decided steps to withdraw their circulation, and to a 
great extent, actually having done so, left little or none in 
the hands of the community to purchase the exchange with: 
besides, their notes were at a great depreciation, lower than 
the post notes were likely to be, predicated as they were up- 
on a solid capital, flowing into the bank within the compass 
of nine.months. i 

The post notes thus. issued, commanded an instant credit, 
equal to the most favored bank of the State, and were cur- 
rently received in the payment of debts, and on the purchase 
of checks drawn against the instalments on the bonds—the 
Union bank selling her exchange as low, if not lower, than 
any of the other banks of the State. ` In fact, these notes: 
have answered every purpose of a healthful circulating me- 
dium, and have most decidedly contributed to the relief of' 
the people. Since the commencement of their discounts on 
the 27th of September, 1838, to the 17th of January, 1839, 
the amount lent on personal security alone, is two millions 
eight hundred and fifty-five thousand four hundred and 
eighty-seven dollars ninety-eight cents ($2,855,487 98-100) 
which, by a resolution of the board, was distributed as 
equally as the nature of the applications would” admit, to 
the citizens of the whole State. (The amount of discounts 
on each day will be seen by the accompanying tabular 
statements.) : i 
. . Upon an examination of the diseount elerk's books, the 
amount discounted to the several applicants. for loans, were 
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ascertained ; and it appears that the largest amount lent to 
any one individual, on personal security, is $10,000, which 
was done in only two instances; notes offered fer that 
amount were almost invariably cut down one.half, with 
the view of distributing the loans as much as possible to the 
various banking districts. "The average on the loans is 
about $1,800. ‘The amount discounted to the directors in 
no instance exceeded $15,000; this, however, only two of 
them have obtained, 

Besides the loans on promissory notes, as above, they. 
have also been discounting planters’ notes, and taking cot- 
tomas collateral security, or as generally understood, ad- 
vancing $60 on each bale of merchantable cotton weighing 
400 lbs. Some objections arising in the committee as to the 

~right of the bank to take cotton securities on-her loans, the 
subject was duly deliberated upon, and after “hn attentive ` 
investigation of the powers granted by the ninth and forty- 
fifth sections of the original bill we were of opinion that 
they are clearly authorized by the charter, to take that de- 
scription of securities. : 

As far as the bank has had any transactions connected 
with cotton, they have derived no interest or emolument 
from tlie same, except it be to secure promptness and punc- 
tuality on the loans discounted to the planter, and the right 
to draw on the procceds of the cotton. The loan is of this 
nature : the planter executes his note, with sufficient en- 
dorsers, in amount equal to the number of his bales of cot- 
ton, at $60 on each bale. The cotton is afterwards shipped 
under the control of the bank, and sold at any home or 
foreign market, as the planter may desire; and all the bene- 

"fit of exchange, domestic and foreign, goes to the use of 
the planter, and no charges, commissions, or factorage, of 
any description, accrue to the bank by the operation. ‘The 
amount thus far discounted on cotton notes, is one million 
two hundred and sixty-nine thousand eight hundred and 
forty-six dollars fifty-six cents, ($1,266,846 56-100.) ` 

It will beobserved thatthe whole amountof billsof exchange 
maturing both within and out of the State, amount to three 
hundred and sixty-four thousand six hundred and sixty-seven 
dollars forty-five cents ($364,667 45-100). These are bills of 
planters, drawn on their merchants, and werediscounted upon 
the strength of the paper and its endorsements, and for the 
use of the planter, with a proper regard always to the situa- 
tion of the merchants upon which the bills were drawn. - 

The largest liability of any one mercantile house, as ac- 
ceptor; amounts to seventy-nine thousand three hundred and 
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eighty-five dollars, ($79,385), and the next largest, fifty-four 
thousand. nine hundred and seventy-nine. dollars twenty: 
five cents, ($554,979 25-100), whieh liabilities arise, not out. 
of the direct indébtedness of the hovfses to the bank, for 
their own benefit, but, from the acceptance of the bills of 
the planters drawn in the manner before mentioned. — 
When your committee remember the extravagant and 
unlimited extent to which on former periods the banks of 
the State permitted the mercantile houses of our own’ State 
and New Orleans-to absorb their means, thus constitutin 
them the only channels through which the planter coul 
obtain any banking facilities, they have been gratified to 
find that the Union bank have pursued a more correct 
course, and one better calculated to advance the planting 


‘interest, and put it on a footing with other pursuits—by fuar- 


nishiug the planter directly from the bank, without his in- 
curring additional expense in the way of commissions, ac- 
ceptances, &c. o0 qs. 

'The committee will here submit the following condensed 
statement of the Resources and Liabilities of the bank, up 
to the 17th January, 1839.

In addition to the foregoing examinations, the committee 
have had under consideration the question of the establish- 
. ing of the various branches of the bank contemplated by the 
act of incorporation. : 

From answers made by the president to the interrogato- 
ries of the eommittee, and from the journal of the board, 
they were informed that itis the intention of the board of 
managers to establish the branches as early as practicable, 
and when they are permitted to do so by the charter. As 
yet the subscribers to the capital stock of the bank have not 
been declared stockholders. “The examination of the title 
papers is rapidly advancing by the attorney of the bank, and 
it is confidently expected that those persons entitled to be 
stockholders will be declared such some time during the 
approaching spring ; and, until then, the directory would 
not be permitted to organize their offices of discount and 
deposite in the several banking districts. 

Ít is one of the most palpable requisites of the charter, 
that no one can be eligible as a director of the bank, “ un: 
less he shall, in his own right, own at least thirty shares of 
the capital stock of said bank at the time of his appoint- 
ment as such." 

The first step in the organization of a branch would ne- 
cessarily be the appointment of a board of directors, for the 
management and control of its affairs. If, then, there were 
no one eligible under the law for such an appointment, it 
could’ not be made by the board of managers; and, conse- 
quently, the branches could. not be organized without mak- 
ing appointments forbidden by the charter; and hence, in 
view of these things, it was impossible for the managers to 
have taken any steps in advance ofthe proper period of their 
establishment. . 

The anxiety manifested from every portion of the State 
to have the branches-organized as soon as possible, is well 
known to your committee, and they have felt the necessity 
and importance of fully inquiring into the subject ; and are 
convinced, aside ofthe difficulties thrown in the way by the 
charter, that it would have been impossible and impolitic for 
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the mother bank-to have done so; atany time antecedent i$ 
the gradustion of the capital stock ofthe institution. If the 
branches had been established in..the first. instance by the 
' beard of inanagérs, the charge of conducting and supervis- 
ing them-would‘have been coriferred-on individuals acting 
as agents,-or sub-treasurers of the board of managers at the 
mother bank s.and> their appointment in direct violation of 
the charter, which expressly provides that-the offices of dis- 
"count and. deposite, shall bè conducted- and-nanaged by a 
board of directors to- be selected from among the stockhol- 
ders, and confining them to those stockholders only who are 
the bona fide owners of at least-three thousand dollars of 


the capital stock, | -> o. NE 

Although the subscribers to, the stock of the "Mississippi 
Union bank, who have complied with the law in. that re- 
spect have, even, now, a vested right in that stock, yet the 
extent of ¿hat stock is undetermined in amount, and their 
right incomplete until the graduation shall have taken place 
agreeably‘to:the provisions of thé act of incorporation, and 
the-amount-and number of their shares ascertained and de- 
clared by the board of matiageis. 

When these obstacles are removed, it will- certainly be 
advisable, and your committee recommend, that the earliest 
and: most effectual steps be adopted for the establishment of 
the various branches. 

The last subject submitted to the consideration of the . 
committee, refers to the refusal of the Union bank to sub- 
mit to an examination from the commissioners appointed to 
visit and inspect the various banks of this State, by an act 
of the Legislature, passed May 12, 1837. The grounds 
upon which the board of managers refused this examina- . 
tion, and, by them s‘ated to the committee, rest mainly up-

Jt will be borne in mind that the charter of the Unión 
bank was finally passed and approved on-the 15th of Feb- 
ruary, 1838, and the law creating the bank commissioners 
at the session of the Legislature in 1837. Now, although 
all banks incorporated since tlie law of May, 1837, are by 
the provisions of that act included among thcse that the 
barik commissioners are authorized to visit ; yet the charter

Upon the question, as to-the right of visitation, the'gen- 
.eral rule applicable to corporations is “that the donor or 
founder of a corporation; his heirs, &c., are the legal visi- 
ters, unless some specific.appointment of a visiter be made; 
and if no special appointment be made, and .the founder be 
dead, without heirs, the chancellor is .the visiter, (repte- 
senting the corporate capacity of the head of thé govern- ` 
ment. i mM 
Now the Legislature having incorporated, or, in other 
words, founded the Unionbank, had. a right tó-nominate a 
visiter, or having neglected to nominate one; it would, on 
general principles, be the duty of the chanceller, unless. 
there was some general law conferring that jurisdiction on 
some other person ar body. 
T'he board of commissioners are the general visiters of. all 
banking corporations, and occupy the attitude, which by 
common law the chancellor would have occupied, but for the 
law creating that board. But when the Legislature in grant- 
` ing a new act of incorporation for a bank, (as in this instance) 
conferred the visitorial power otr a specific nominee; such 
nominee exercises the power to the exclusion of the board 
of bank commissioners, or the chancellor. Such is the case . 
in the present question, (as your committee humbly con- ` 
ceive), and are of opinion that a committee from the body of 
the Legislature, are the only persons authorized by the char. 
ter to make an examination, or have conferred on them a 
visitorial power over the Union bank. e| 
. Your committee will further remark, that the board of- 
managers before refusing.to be examined, consulted tbe at- 
torney of the bank, whieh opinion has since been written 
out and submitted to this committee, and has been ordered 
to be printed ; containing as they believe, ample reasons in 
justification of the conduct of the board of managers ; they 
would respectfully refer the Legislature to this document as 
an able and lucid discussion of this interesting question. - 
In conclusion, they would remark, that they have offered 
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theit-views. frankly on; the several .questions they deem of 
importance, with the freedom and candor that became them, 
ás a committee of the Legislature, charged with the deli- 
cate but iesponsible office of examining an institution. in 
whose prosperity tbe whole State.is so vitally interested, 
and of thé true condition of which it is. of great mo-

REPORT: 


‘The undersigned, a member of the joint committee ap- 
pointed by the two houses of the Mississippi Legislature, to 
‘examine the Union bank of the State; under the 24th sec- 
tion of the charter of said institution, and report the result 
of said examination, begs leaye to report, that he does not 
entirely concur in the report already made by the majority of 
said committee. Although the undersigned is profoundly 
sensible of the invidious character of the task he has as- 
sumed, of stating his dissent from a report of his: associates, 
and although he can certainly, with perfect sincerity, de- 
clare, that, he would have been highly gratified at being able 
to concur perfectly, upon all; points, with gentlenien in 
every respect so worthy of esteem and confidence; yet he’ 
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* does not feel at liberty to decline the responsibility of frankly 
- stating his own views upon the subject; noris he aware that 
there are any rules of ceremoneous observance at all enti- 
tled to respect, which require him to profess a very. serious 
regret that the report which the majority of the committee 
have thought proper to make. is not precisely such, in all 
respects, as«his own judgment is prepared to sanction. The 
undersigned has long been convinced that human nature is 
so’ variously organized, by Divine Wisdom, that honest dif- 
ferences of opinion must ever continue to arise, among men 
of the best regulated minds, and of tempers most propitious 
to calm and dispassionate scrutiny, upon,all subjects within 
the range of intellectual survey; and that these differences 
will be alike multiplied in number, and prove less yielding 
to the dominion of reason, in proportion to the intrinsic com- 
plexity of the subject investigated, and the extent to which 
the sensibilities of the soul are likely to interpose their in- 
fluence. In truth, the undersigned has not,.at any time, . 
indulged the anticipation that absolute harmony of senti- 
ment would be manifested among the members of the com- 
+ mitteeof investigation; for he did not fail very early to discern, 
what must have been sufficiently obvious to others, that va- 
rious concurring evidences had been furnished, anterio? to 
the composition of the committee, of a. natare which impe- 
riously forbade even the faintest hope that individuols, avow- 
edly entertaining opinions directly antagonistical, in refer- , 
ence to questions connected with the management and pol” 
icy of the Union bank of Mississippi, could in the progress." 
of an investigation necessarily hasty for want of requisite" ^ 
time—unavoidably superficial and incomplete, from -the 
intrusion of other dutiés too serious to be wholly neglected, 
would be so successful in the reciprocal eradication of '* pre- 
conceived opinions,” as at once to attain the point of perfect 
unanimity of thought and identity of sentiment. Such a 
Pu could not have been expected evén in the Legislature 
itself. i a ; P 
The undersigned will frankly confess, that if he had con: 
ceived that tle simple entertainment of a decided opinion 
upon.any miateria point of the investigation in question 
would have necessarily operated with a “disqualifying in- 
fluence,’ and, by the mere “ bias of pre-conceived opinion” 
have precluded a fair and just action at the hands of the 
persons entertaining such pre-conceived opinion, he would 
assuredly have alike shrunk; from the performance of the 
duty allotted to him, on aéconnt of his own unfitness for its 
execution, as he would assuredly have dcemed it his duty to 
25 
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decline all co-operation with others to the same extent dis- - 
qualified. But, such not being the view of the matter en- 
tertained by the undersigned, and being really of opinion 
that the simple adoption of some one or two pre-conceived 
impressions would not be at all likely to produce the least 
bias unpropitious to truth and justice, neither the under- 
signed nor his honored associates felt at liberty to decline 
the duty imposed upon them by legislative authority. How 
this duty has been performed has, in part, been shown, and 
willnow more fully appear. 

In re-announcing the entree of the committee of investi- 
gation within the portals of the Union bank, the undersigned : 
does not deem it essential to the dignity of his report to in- 
dulge in any additional comments upon the politeness and 
affability either of the president of the institution or the 
subordinate officers. He is satisfied with acknowledging 
that the committee was received in a manner entirely satis- 
factory, and permitted to enter upon the discharge of their 
duties. ‘The undersigned observed in the demeanor of the. 
officers of the institution nothing to invoke the language of 
encomiastic applause; nor did he descry aught, either in the 
aspect of the respectable functionaries alluded to, orin the 
manner of the reception afforded, which would seem to . 
authorize the language of complaint, or to justify the impo- ` 
sition of censure, in the report of the legislative committee. 
The undersigned has no painful dissatisfaction eonnected 
with the manner of reception; and if he had, his own self- 
respect would effectually restrain its expression. Simple 
politeness of demeanor is, in Mississippi, not so rare an ex- 
hibition among individuals, either officicial or unofficial, as 
to claim, —at least in the estimation of the undersigned,— 
any very particular acknowledgment. The contrary is, in 
fact so much the case, that rudeness and incivility among 
the humblest classes of our citizens are apt to awaken a sen- 
sible surprise; and the like qualities appearing in men in- 
vested with the robes of official authority, would inevitably 
occasion a sigh that the accidents of fortune should have 
foisted into stations of conspicuous trust, men whose moral 
training was, unhappily, such as to disable them from dis- 
pensing, with a proper grace, the sweet civilities of polished 
life, and to stimulate them to the praetice of those sacred rules 
of civic complaisance which furnish an assured ægis to the 
sensibilities of all who may be fated to approach them. 'T'he 
undersigned, then, declines now and forever, all comment 
upon the point in question—neither asserting nor denying

aught in reference to a matter so supremely trivial, but will 
advance to the consideration of matters of higher import. 

The majority report has already introduced to the notice 
ofthe Legislature a tabular statement showing the present 
condition of the bank, and presenting a summary of its past 
transactions. 'This tabular statement is certainly entitled 
to full eredit, as it was drawn up by the aecomplished cash- 
ier of the institution, Mr. Grayson; an officer of approved 
fidelity and skill, and is almost an exact copy of the state- 
ment made out by the same officer on the 31st day of De- 
cember last, and which made its appearance in the Legisla- 
ture of Mississippi in connection with the late message of his | 
excellency the Governor. It is deemed unnecessary to offer 
any opinion here upon the particulars included in that 
statement. 

The undersigned considers himself bound, in a spirit of 
becoming frankness, to acknowledge that he does not con- 
ceive that it was possible for the committee appointed to ex- 
amine the Union bank, of which he was unexpectedly and 
in opposition to his own wishes, made an integral portion, 
assembling, as such committee was compelled to do, almost 
invariably at night, after the labors and dnxieties of legisla- 
tive service during the day, had been endured,—amidst 
weather, too, in the highest degree unpropitious, in the 
course of the brief space of time which has elapsed since 
their appointment, to do any thing worthy of elaborate exhi- 
bition; or to throw any additional light upon the actual con- 
dition of the bank. 'Phe undersigned, though, embraces 
this opportunity of avowing his full confidence in the sta- 
bility of the institution, and its capability, under judicious, 
administration, of attaining all the high purposes for which 
it was established. That the charter of the bank is some- 
what defectively framed, and that the vigor and activity of 
the institution are to a considerable extent impeded by fun- 
damental obstacles, now, unhappily, impossibile to be re- 
. moved, there is no doubt; but there is much reason to hope 

that experience will be yet able to devise adequate remedies 
for all serious inconveniences which may hereafter chance 
to grow out ofthe defective frame-work of the charter. 

It is doing no more than simple justice to the board of - 
managers of the Union bank to avow, what is certainly the 
opinion of the undersigned, that there is no part of the ad- 
ministration. of the same, so far as the very partial examina- 
tion of the undersigned and his associates has proceeded, 
which seems to the undersigned in the least degree to au- 
thorize a suspicion of corruption in any of those who hold 
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authority over the institution. The respectable gentlemen, 
to whose care the bank was last winter committed by the 
Legislature, have, all of them, so far as the undersigned 
knows, believes, or suspects, done nothing in the discharge 
of their high functions caleulated to induce the faintest dis- 
trust of their integrity as men; and the undersigned is espe- 
cially gratified at finding that gentlemen, always possessing 
heretofore so large a share of his confidence and kindness 
as individual members of society, have been able to demean 
themselves in their very responsible stations as, at least, to, 
avoid all detriment to their¢haracters as gentlemen; however, 
many of their official actings may be properly drawn into 
question, both on grounds of authority and expediency. 

In the report of the majority the undersigned finds it sta- 
ted, that the gentlemen subscribing the same “feel a pride 
in being able to testify” that the board of managers of the 
Union bank “have manifested a painful anxiety to pursue 
the charter of the institution to the letter.” "The undersign- 
ed profoundly régrets that he cannot' concur in the sweep- 
ing commendation herein bestowed, and that a high sense 
of public duty impels him to undertake the ungrateful task 
of making manifest that, in this instance, his associates, mis- 
led probably by the promptings of a high-toned generosity, 
have fallen into the language of strong encomium, when 
that of reprehension is most vehemently called for. With- 
out, in the least degree, calling in question the “ painful 
anxiety” of the board of managers, in reference to the point 
alluded to, the undersigned claims it notwithstanding to be 
undeniably true, that under the administration of the board 
of managers the charter of the bank has been more than once 
strikingly transcended, and that instances are by no means 
wanting wherein the spirit of the charter has been grossly 
disregarded, and the grand objects held ‘in view in its enact- 
ment surprisingly overlooked. - 

The undersigned has not leisure at present to exhibit 
fully all the proceedings of the board of managers, which : 
seem to his mind to warrant the language just employed, 
nor does he hold this to be necessary. Only so much will 
be offered on the subject therefore, as may serve to secure 
the early interposition of legislative authority to cheek the 
progress of evil, and to prevent, on the part of the board of 
managers, any attempts in future to amplify the sphere ot 
action plainly assigned to them in the charter, to the proba- 
ble prostration of great public interests, and the certain over- 
throw of individual enterprize. 

To begin, then; the seventh section of the original char- 
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ter provides that the*bank shall never isstie its own bills, at 
any one time, to an amount exceeding twice the amount of 
its capital actually paid in. Is it necessary to ehier into a 
full citation of particulars, in order to show that this clause 
in the charter has been vivlated? Let such asdoubt on the 
subject examine the report of the majority, and the late 
expose of the condition of the institution, made by the pre- 
sident of the Union bank to the Governor of the State, and 
assuredly they will doubt no longer. 

Again; The twenty-eighth section of the charter provides 
that the bank shall not deal in exchange, foreign or domes- 
tic, at a higher rate than six per centum per annum, on six 
months bills or a shorter time, and seven per cent. on bills at 
alonger time. It assuredly requires no extraordinary per- 
spicacity to discover that the terms on which the bank has 
sold checks at her counter, for her own post notes, or the 
current notes of other institutions, were not such as this sec- 
tion of the charter justified. The view of this matter pre- 
sented recently in the message of the Governor is respect- 
fully recommended as being, in the judgment of the under- 
signed, entirely unanswerable; and, so far as the undersign- 
ed is informed, has not even been attempted to be answered, 
except with furious and unmeaning declamation, which, in 
the investigation of matters of high public import is worse 
than vain, since it implies a disregard of truth, and a con- 
tempt of law utterly incompatible with feelings of regulated 
patriotism. 

'The terms on which the promissory notes of individu- 
als have been discounted at the Union bank, are equally un- 
authorized by the charter, and the exposition of this matter 
contained in the Governor's message is again referred to as 
entirely asserting the views of the undersigned; and that 
official document is thus doubly referred to by the under- 
signed, for the obvious reason, that the views of that high 
functionary, given upon much deliberation, it is possible 
may receive more respect with some than any thing which 
could be offered by the undersigned. 

Perhaps there is no section of the original charter alto- 
gether so important as the thirty-eighth, which provides 
“that the loans to be made by the said Union bank, shall be 
at a rate of interest not exceeding seven per cent. on mort- 
gages or bonds, and promissory notes, payable at a term 
of more.than six months, and not more than six per cent. 
on notes or bonds renewdble at six months, or a shorter 
time; nor shall said bank deal in exchange, domestic or for- 
eign, at a higher rate than six per cent. per annum discount 
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on six months bills or a shorter term, and seven per cent. on 
bills at a longer term.” Now, that the Union bank has, 
from its establishment been discounting notes, and other se- 
curities, constantly, and advancing its own post notes, hav- 
ing ten months to run, is a fact on all sides admitted. It is 
equally admitted that the bank has been in the habit of sel- 
ling checks, (which no lawyer or banker would conceive 
otherwise than dealing in exchange,” at five and six per 
cent. premium, for their own post notes, and ten per cent. 
premium for the notes of river banks, which last were, in . 
some instances, again paid out at par.” Do the gentlemen 
ofthe majority consider this conduct as a compliance with 
the strict letter of the charter? If they do, the undersigned 
begs leave to invoke their attention to the following state- 
ment of the law on the subject, to be found in the most au- 
thoritative legal treatise, in reference to billsof exchange 
and promissory notes now extant. At page 107, in 
“Chitty on Bills? under the head of “usury,” it is said: 
“The party discounting a bill should pay the amount less 
the interest in cash,'or if he give a bill or draft in exchange, 
(or post note either, of course,) he should allow a rebate of 
interest for the time the latter has to run; for if he were to 
impose it upon the party applying for the. discount of such 
draft or bill, without allowing interest thereon, the transac- 
tion would be usurious.” In the note at the foot ofthe page 
cited, it will be found that the law is thus clearly laid down: 
“Matthews, qui tam vs. Griffiths and others, Peake's Nisi 
Prius, ca. 200. This was an action on the statute of usury. 
The defendants were bankers at Portsmouth, and Mrs. T. 
residing there, drew a bill for £600, on her agent in Lon- 
don, payable to the defendants or order, ninety days after 
date, which the defendants discounted, by giving her their 
note for £600, payable in London at three days atter sight ; 
for this the defendants received a discount of five per cent. 
calculating on the ninety days the bill had to run, but ma- 
king no deduction on account of the three days grace which 
the bankers took thereon; it appeared that the money to be 
received for the draft was intended to be remitted to London, 
but the defendants gave their note at three days’ sight, 
without asking any questionsas to the mode in which she 
would pay the mouey. Lord Kenyon said, he was clearly 
of opinion that this was an usurious contract, whether the 
person discounting the bill chose toreceive a note or money. 
if Mrs. 'T. chose to have a note payable in town, the de- 
fendants should not have taken interest for the time the note 
had to run, but should compute his interest from the time 
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it was payable.” The legal authorities seem all to hold 
one language on this subject, and that is so plain that it may 
be well said “he who runs may read.” It will be observed, 
then, that the board of managers of the Union- bank have 
“not only been guilty of a serious violation of the charter of 
the institution, in reference both to discounting promissory 
notes and dealing in exchange, in the way of selling checks; 
but they are likewise responsible at this very instant of 
time to a charge of having, doubtless, with no improper 
intentions, committed a series of usurious acts, for a paral- 
lel to which the pages of history, ancient and modem, 
would be in vain ransacked. The undersigned solemnly 
urges these views upon the Legislature, protesting as he « 
has again and again protested, with the kindest feelings for ~ 
the board of managers personally, and with no desire to 
wound their sensibilities, or to cast discredit upon their rep- 
utation as men of honor. 

The Legislature will not, it is believed, fail to observe 
that the topic under discussion at present is one of most por- 
tentous magnitude, in many points of light, and earnestly 
, calling for prompt and effectual interposition. But there is 
one consideration necessarily growing out of the-views al- 
ready suggested, which imperiously demands regard, and 
one which the undersigned must think will be honored 
with serious notice. Itisthis: It has long been settled, upon 
universally acknowledged principles, that a contract pur- 
porting to be made, under the authority of a charter of in- 
corporation, but which is of a nature directly repugnant to 
the provisions of the charter, is entirely null and void to all 
intents and purposes. A case recently decided in the su- 
preme court of Ohio, involving the grounds assumed in the 
preceding proposition, the undersigned takes the liberty of 
citing as exhibiting the established doctrine, both in this 
country and Great Britain, which is there examined and re- 
asserted, and in a manner which admits of no answer. 


THE BANK DECISION. 


“The suit was brought upon a joint bill drawn by Pad- - 
dieford, Swayne, Sterling and Miner, upon one Flewellen, 
a cashier of some bank in New York, payable in six months. 
Paddleford and Sterling were not served with process.— 
Swayne and Miner set up, by way of defence, the illegality 
of the bill. The facts presented, by the pleadings were as 
follows: Paddleford applied to the bank for a loan of $5,000 
payable east, offering Sterling, Swayne and Miner for secu- 
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tities. The bank replied, declining the operation, and sug- 
gested that the money might be had upon an eastern bill 
with the same names. The bill in question was made and 
discounted, and the sum of $203 31 retained. It was pro- 
tested at maturity and then sued upon. « 

The grounds against the reeovery were, that the contract 
was illegal and void, upon general principles, and also in 
reference to the provisions of the bank charter. The 20th 
section of the charter is in these words: 

‘The said corporation shall not take more than at the 
rate of six per centum per annum upon its loans or dis- 
counts." 

The transactions, in making the bill in question, were 
held by the court, to be devices to secure a higher rate of 
interest than the law allowed the bank to take upon a di- 
rect discount. And. they recognized fully the doctrine of 
the supreme court of the United States, in Bank of the 
United States, vs. Owens and others, (2 Peters, 536,) “that 
the law will not tolerate such transactions has long been 
settled, for a fraud on the statute is a violation of the stat- 
ute.” 

“That a profit made, or a loss imposed on the necessities 
of the borrower, whatever form, shape or disguise it may 
assume, where the treaty is for a loan, and the capital is to 
be returned at all events, has always been adjudged to be 
so much profit taken upon a loan, and to be a violation of 
those laws which limit the lender to a specified rate of 
interest.” f ` 

The charter empowers the bank to make a contraet of 
loan at the rate of six per centum per annum. If it at- 
tempts to contract for more, it transcends its power, aud the 
contract is a nullity, for defect of capacity to make it. 

The result of this decision would seèm to be, that all bills 
obtained by banks in Ohio, upon contracts, intended to sc- 
cure a higher rate of interest than the bank is authorized 
to take, by its charter, are mere nullities, imposing no obli- 
gation upon drawers, endorsers or acceptors. 'That this de- 
cision is in conformity with that settled law, there can be 
no doubt. Let those concerned look to it.” - 

The undersigned is absolutely awe-struck at the hideous 
picture of ills to come, which he has deemed it his solemr 
duty thus to bring to view. A bank established upon the 
proceeds arising from the sale of bonds, made by a whole 
people, under a provision of the constitution of the State, 
in the highest degree cautionary in its character, has gone 
on, day after day, palpably violating its charter, and putting 
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traiisactions wholly rinntthorized, rost grossly repugnant to 
theplain phraseology ef that eliarter of incorporation by which 
it. was: exéated, and to which.it owes all its powers, great 
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and small; aad threatening;'by a pursuance of the sam@ille. >

The undersigned most respectfully submits farther; that 
the board of: managers of the Union bank have not com- 
plied “strictly with the letter of their charter,’ in repárd to 
another point of the highest importance, and in reference 
to which it is well known much sensibility is felt, and ‘justly 
felt, in various quatters of the State. The chatter of thé 
bank provides that seven offices of discount and deposite 
shall be established at different points iù the State., It was 
evidently the deum óf the-framers of the charter, that the 
whole machine should go into operation at the same, or . 
very near the same instant of time; to use a phrase of the 
common law, that all the candles should be lighted to-' 
gether. - It is obvious to all, that a bank; of the pecutiar 
construction of the Union bank, could-not be established 
with any other understanding, without doing manifest in- 
justice tô a majority of persons holding stock in the institu- 
tion. It surely never could have been contemplated to 
establish a central moneyed power at the capital of the 
State, in the hands of a board of managers, irrespensible to 
the people, irresponsible to the stockholders, and holding in 
their hands the means of perpétuating the authority con- 
fided to them at pleasure, which the undersigned, much as 
it may surprize some, will presently show, has actually 
been done, by the supplementary charter. It could not 
have been intended to subject the eitizens of tlie State, 
stockholders and others, to the enormous inconvenience 
and expense of coming to the city of Jackson, in order to 
procure a petty pecuniary aeeommodation; upon reaching 
which place, they would, -in all probability, find that the: 
paper which iii offered, although, perchance, it was as 
strong as it could be made, was, unfortunately, not known 
to be so, by any of the board of managers. But.the char- 
ter, en this subject, happens, fortunately, to be too’ easy ‘of 
interpretation to need any argument ab- incónvenienti; for

It is a maxim as uniyersal as civilization, that in 
a law the specification of one or more particulars-is an ex- 
clusion of all things not thus specified: Expresšio wniis, 
alterius est. ezclusio, are the words of the common law.—- 
This maxim will be found very happily expressed iit the 
argument of thé able and learned attorney of the Union | 
bank, in the discussion of another point; and what he says 
so felicitously, the undersigned begs leave here. to refer fo, 
as being at, least as applicable in relation to the question 
now under consideration as it is in the connection in which 
it stands in that argtiment. In the thirty-fourth section of 
the charter, as already cited, the qualificatión of a director, 
in the offices of discount and deposite, is specified. And 
what is it?

-It is-seldom that a law is so plain, and so little liable to 
misrepresentation, as that portion of the Union bank charter 
now under review; and it is certainly one of the most 
‘astounding facts that. has ever occurred in the history, of 
banking, that such a provision should have been:soó grossly 
mhisconstmed as it lias béen by the ‘board. of managers. -It 
is-not less surprizing; though, that a legislative committee

announcement of the trarisaction, to have, declared. to all 
eohterned, that they did not recognize the sale.as a valid one, 
if this had been done” promptly, there. is no doubt that the 
terins would have been appropriately modified; and even if 
that had been found impracticable, the bonds could. have 
been easily disposed of across the Atlantic, upon terms au- 
thorized by the charter. The undersign d hàs full assur- 
anite on this point, and pledges himselfto establish conclu-. 
sively, by requisite documents, that at the time of the sale; 
American stóéks weté in special demand abroad, and that, 
subsequently American stock of a grade greatly inferior was 
disposed of upon terms highly favorable. it then the sale was 
such. a one as the charter required, there is no necessity for 
the Union bank’s-establishing a “systém of . post-note” cur- 
rency in order to meet the instalments.. Either the board of 
managers acted. in gross violation of their charter in ever 
sanctioning and carrying into effect a sale of the State bonds” 
. altogether unauthorized, ot this’ remark about instalments! 
falls to the ground; and it is presumed that those who **tes: 
tify” to the. “painful anxiety” of. the board of. managers to 
act in accordance with the’ strict letter of the charter, are 
Raray prepared to say that the sale was for instalments not 
immediately available. ' However this may be though, one ' 
thing is certain, à sale at. par value is asale. for cash, 
and the proceeds of the sale must reach the par standard 
both in amount and quality; and another thing is equally. 
*-eertain; the Union bank has no authority to issue notes.of 
any kind except to the amount of twice the amount of capi- 
"tal actually in her vaults. , If the sale was a legal one the - 
Union bank, ought to have- had in her vaults by this time 
. fiyée'millions of gold and silver, and upon this an issuance 
of ten millions could very. well have been sustained, by-a 
bank backed and supported by the. credit of such a State as 
Mississippi. If the bank has mot. been.able to-do so, thé 
fault is Somewhere; either the commissioners .havé done 
‘what they were not authorized to do, what was highly 
inexpedient, and, the board of managers, should never have. 
ratified; oi the board of managers, if thay have authorized 
themselves tà be declared as the establishers of a *post-note 
. System,” have.acted in ‘a:manner which is entitled to serious 
. feprehension = ss ee fi, ee LS. 
The undersigned -has already. stated his opinion, that the 
Union bank pee sufficient légal authority, under the chet- 
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fer, to justify the issuahce of post-rtotes, in anticipation sim» 
ply of the proceeds of the bonds ‘actually known to’ be sold 
at the time of such issuance, to Nicholas Biddle; Esq., of 
Philadelphia; and he now. adds that he considers the cori- 
duet of the board of managers in the premises, under all the 
circumstances, entirely justifiable; not,.as, the undersigned 
desires to be clearly understood, because he believes the 
bank to have power to build up.a post-note system, as men- 
tioned in the majority report, nor because, under-any char- 
ter, the undersigned could consider a post-note system of 
banking as any thing: less than a hideous financial monstet; 
but because sudden exigencies may be expected always to 
arise from time to.time in a country eminently commercial, 
which may call for. the issuance of post-notes, and justify 
their employment as a temporary medium of exchange.— 
The employment of post-notes as .an exclusive systematic, 
and permanent currency, would, in the judgment of the 
undersigned, be an all-blasting evil, more intolerable than 
any which the justice of Heaven; or the tyranny of man, has 
ever yet inflicted upon a free people. 


‘The undersigned does not hesitate though to declare it 


to be his opinion, that it will be both practicable and highly 
politic for the Legislature of the State to administer all pro- 
per aid to the Union bank, at this time, in order to enable 
her to realize as soon as possible. the whole amount of her 
capital; and to expand hér issues as-far as her own safety 
will allow, with a view to meeting the pressing emergencies 
ofthetimes. With this view, the undersigned begs leave 
to report a bill which has been drawn up too stiddenly to be 
complete in all respects, but which' may at least serve to 
show the practicability of attaining an object so desirable 
on many. accounts as ań extension of the issues of the Union 
bank; without putting the institution in the Teast peril, with- 
out violating .the charter in the least degrée, and without 
hazarding the loss of financial confidence every where, which 


would be inevitably consequent upon the baleful establish- - 


ment of what the majority have denominated a post-note 
system, 'That the bonds of the State could now be sold 
in foreign markets, the undersigned considers entirely be- 
yond question, upon the very terms stipulated in the char- 
ter. The undersigned was never one of those who doubted 
the sale of that portion of the bonds already disposed of. to 
Nicholas Biddle, Esq. And whatever respect the under- 
signed may and certainly does entertain for the distinguish- 
ed commissioners who effected, the negotiation with Mr. 
Biddle, and however he may be inclined to look over, yea, 
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even perhaps-to commend, under all cireumstances, their 
slight transgréssion of the authority committed to them in 
the ‘sate of the bonds at less than the amount stipulated in 
the charter; yet the undersigned would esteem it at least a 
little indiscreet did he even feel spécial gladness on the sub- 
ject at a, publicly to congratulate-the Législature upon the 
sale:of the bonds as an’ operation at all surprisingrin iis 
character, or to avow the-least astonishment that the nego- 
tiation was found tõbe a thing at all practicable. “The sale 
was, possibly; the best that could be made at the timé in thé 
United' States, and the undersigned doés not at all doubt: 
that Nicholas Biddle was the only man in the United States 
prepared at the time to buy so large an-amount of stock of 
any kind. But the correspondence between the .commis- 
signers and Mr. Biddle evinces the fact that he bought with- 
out the least hesitation; and Mr. Biddle has certainly sold-a 
portion of the bonds subsequently in London; as’ is well 
known, for a very considerable advance on what he ‘gave 
the conimissioners. Then, whilst the commissionérs may be 
admitted to have done very well, yet it is absolutely cer- 
tain that Mr. Biddle did still better; and allowing tlie com- 
missioners all proper commendation for the sale which they 
effected, yet it is plain that the stock of the State of Missis- 
sippi having now obtained a favorable reception abroad, and 
more especially this. particular species of stock having re- 
ceived the potent sanction of Nicholas Biddle, Esq., the rest 
of the bonds could be most -€asily sold; and, indeed, 
the undersigned niust declare it to be his conviction that 
they could always have been sold, even without the aid of 
Mr. Biddle’s name, in various places beyond the Atlantic, 
upon terms sufficiently favorable. He has no time to-state 
all his reasons for so thinking, nor is it at all necessary.— 
Although the.sale of thé bonds in Philadelphia is not a mat- 
ter which the undersigned will complain of, and he freely 
acknowledges that the commissioners, under all the circum- 
stances, seem to déserve some credit; yet he cannot concur 
with the majority of the committee, he again avers, in de- 
claring the least surprise on the subject of the sale. All Eù- 
rope knows, or ‘at least every man engaged in buying and 
selling of stocks is bound to know, that‘these bonds of the 
Staté. of Mississippi constitute, well nigh, the best stock in 
thé world. Mr. Biddie knew it, or he would, not have pur- 
chased the- bonds; itwas well-known in London, else Mr. 
` Biddle would not haye been able to sell them immediately 
at an advance. The commissioners ‘had not time last sunt- 
mer to make ar experiment upon the European market.— 
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Perhaps it is well enoagh that they had not.. .'I'hé rest of- 
the bonds though, going’-to Európé, under the voucher of 
Nicholas Biddle, now at least secured, might be expected 
to sell at once; yes, they wotild be eagerly. grasped at, either 
in London or Amsterdam. Whiy then, should the Legisla- 
ture of the State, with the co-operation of his excellency the 
Governor, not immediately enter upon the legislative steps 
to prepare the bonds for sale and provide for their sale with- 
out delay? - As soon as commssioners of approved fitnéss 
and exaltel character shall be known to be on their way 
across the Atlantic, a sale of the bonds may almost be consid- 
ered as already effected; for, that the sale would be accom- 
plished the undersigned is well assured there is no room for 
doubt. The Union bank, then, in anticipation of the pro- 
ceeds of the sale, might very providentially issue post-notes 
to a sufficient extent to relieve the pressure now reigning in 
our money market.. Such a step she would, as the under- 
signed is convinced, have a right to do under the charter; 
such a proceeding, so guarded and so sustained, would com- 
mand confidence and approbation every where; and even 
those who consider a mere post-note system objectionable, 
asystem built on nothing, existing merely in the air, and 
feeding upon the foul vapors which exale from the styés of 
bloated and fraudful speculation, would hail the emission 
of such a currency as this with the highest rejoicing. - 

` The pjan recommended the undersigned must think, is 
much better than to provide by legislative enactment that 
the Union bank shall proceed forthwith to issue five or ten 
millions of post-nates as is now urged by some, without 
providing for their redemption a all, or indeed manifesting 
much solicitude, as it would seem, whether they shall ever 
be redeemed, or at least in any short period. This could 
not be done, the undersigned is perfectly assured, without 
an unpardonable violation of the charter of the bank; it 
could not be done without calling in question the general 
authority of the Union bank to issue post-notes under ány 
circumstances, and of course stamping the whole of her pre- 
sent issues with’ suspicion; it could not be done without 
destroying, entirely and forever destroying thé credit of the 
State abroad, fixing an irremovable veto upon the sale of 
all Mississippi stocks in future, and involving óur whole 
people in hopeless bankruptcy. . i e 

The undersigned will now proceed to offer a few remarks 

upon the cotton policy as it is called, adopted by the board 
of managers of the Union bank. The ‘undersigned consid- 
ers it unnecessary to say much atthis time omthe’subject; he 
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.ħàs, heretofore stated his individual views on. the subject, 
both. in-the' Legislature and. elsewhere, ety, fully, and 
without reserve. ."T'he.undersigned, is. riot disposed to call 
inquestion the legal right of the board of managers to make 
advances upon cotton, in the manner described in the. re- 
~ port of the majority, and he is confident that a proper exam- 
ination of the .charter will serve to remove all doubt which 
may have arisen on the subject in ‘the minds of others. But, 
whilst the undersigned makes this admission fully and with- 
out limitation or reserve of any kind, He is constrained to 
say. that he: considers the policy objectionable on many 
grounds;.some of which he will proceed to. state, and oth- 
ers he has-already. enjoyed an opportunity of stating in an- 
other form. A AE DU ess S 
-. 1, It is objectionable because it-is evidently unequal in 
its operation, and must inevitably secure to the holders of 
-eotton a preference over classes of the population equally 
meritorious. 
2. 1t will certainly diminish thé dignity of the State of 
Mississippi as one of the rapa members of the confede- 
. Facey, degrading her into a mere factor of.cotton, and present- 
. ing her to the world as descending to .a.miserable business 
afi huckstering and bargaining with her own citizens. . 
The-cotton policy of the Union bank will clearly have 
the effect, as is urged in the late message of the Governor, 
of establishing `a complete monopoly of the whole cotton 
crop of Mississippi; the.proceeds of that cotton, when sold, 
are designed to operate as an increase of the capital of the 
institution, and to, multiply its discounts; cotton-holders of 
course always having & preference under the system, every 
man must at once see that the Governor of the State, how- 
ever wrong he was in regard to certain other matters, such 
as the revocation of bank charters by legislative action, &c. 
&c., states nothing that every man of sense, in the world - 
will not.at once believe, when he says that.“ with a capital 
of fifteen and a half millioh of dollars, the Mississippi Union 
bank, if suffered ta da so, could monopolize the whole cotton 
crop of the State, and every article of produce and merchan- 
-dize, depopulate our towns, prostrate.our merchants, and 
crush our planters,” It is equally time, as urged by the 
Governor, that this system of.adveneing will absorb the 
. availabte means of the institution; and-throw the discounts 
. of the bank into the hands of large cotton planters and spec- 
~ulators, and deprive. those of loans who do not produce cot- 
ton.” That all these dire effects may and probably will 
arise from this system, fully carried into effect,..the under- 
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signed entertains no doubt at.all. When the.enormous 
amount already. absorbed 1n..so short a.time.by‘eottori-hold-, 
ers, is taken into consideration; when the-Legislature of the: 
State sees that the board of managers at one time declared, 
by order and corresponding advertisement, that for. four, 
weeks they would do: nothing, but advance on cotton; that. 
nothing has prevented the absorption ef millions more of 
the post-notes of the bank under the.cotton system, but thé 
opposition presented in- the halls of legislation; when it is 

known, as the undersigned avers to be the fact, that as 

strong paper as any in the State has been: thfown ant of the 

vaults of the bank and refused discount for. want alone of. 


the cotton security, whilst as much as about one hundred - 


and thirty thousand dollars have gone out upon this cotton: 


arrangement, on accepted bills of two respectable commis ` 


sion merchants, both of them directors ofthe Union bank; 
when all thése things are known to be true, as the under- 
signed solemnly declares them to be, surely no man can 
doubt that this scheme of monopolizing cotton by the Union 
bank, is one of the most dangerous attempts at the usürpa- 


tion of exhorbitant and irresistible power ever heard of.—— . 


Such a power vast at the present time, and" every day in- 
creasing, located at the capital of the State, would inevitably 
upset the government of Mississippi at pleasure, domineer 
over every thing like independence of thought.and action, 


and take absolute possession.in a short time, of the whole ` 


country. ` This the undersigned for one, is unwilling ‘to. 
submit to; and the Legislature of Mississippi, itis hoped 
and believed, will not delay proper action on the subject, .. 


'The undersigned has spoken of thé sum .of one hundred 


and thirty thousand dollars being let.out by the board of 
managers on the acceptances of two commission nierchants; 
members of the board ‘of managers. The undersigned 
wishes to be understood on the subjeet;. the paper on which. 
these acceptances are to be found, is believed to.be very 
good, although the undersigned can of" course. know: noth- 
ing positively on the subject,.but he believes the bank will 
lose nothing by the operations stated. But the undersigned, 
objects on principle, to a.system which must inevitably have 
the effect of driving down the planters of Mississippi again 
upon the poisoned daggers of ‘commission merchants -in- 
New Orleans, and finally introduce the, -same: policy so. 
lately existing in the State, and supposed -by sonie to have 
been Anooi foreyer, of refusing all fiscal facilities to the 
substantial citizens of the State, upon whatever securities, 
except upon, the presentation of the acceptance of one of 
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erchant promptly cashed by reason of his official attitude? 
May not this be the caseand yet all be perfectly fair?’ and 
is it not clearly the necessary result? ` There is no doubt on 
the-point; and the undersigned does not hesitate to to say, 
that under the.existing policy of tlie Union bank of’ Missis- 


- sippi; such of thé directors as are commission merchants 


must be every day applied to, and by vast numbers, for the 
favor of.tlieir acceptance on bills, and other commercial pa- 
per. The commission merchant director-will bé preferred 
to all others as the persüt to take charge of the cotton for 


-sale.in New Orleans, ‘or elsewhere—as a matter of course, 
because ‘it: will be certainly: more advantageous, for the rea- . 


sons Mentioned; to employ him than any óthet person. If 
this, in addition .to other evils, does rit; bring about a con- 
centfation of fiscal power in‘ one or two-hands, arid that 
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speedily too, jnu&li to be"deprecáted, and'to (iécentire bré sa` 
throw of. all competition which -is not; duly aAmed for the | 
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combat, the ‘undersigned is’ indeed in great error. Why 
what is the fact? Two commission merchants; ienibérs of 
the board of nianagers, since the cotton policy was. adopted, 
have had allowed on their acceptances upwards of éne‘hun- 
dred and thirty thousand dgllars; No -othex commission 
merchant, not belonging ‘to. the board, -has had ‘allowed oft 
his acceptances more than about. fiftéén thous&md:dollais.— - 
They have most probably ‘not been,’ oifered: in bank for dis: 
count, but that isa matter -of, no^importandip Sinte the 
cotton policy was‘ adopted, various ótliei! members of. the 
board of managers, it is .uriderstood ànd well known, have; 
invited doubtless by:tlié- probablé- pfofits which must arise 
frori the comtnission business when carried.-on xinder the 
ægis of à Upion bank direetorship; become coniniission mei- 
chants. The undersighed-was for pushing inquity on this 
point, dnd. ascertainirig all.the facts of thé casé; but his as: 
sociates deemed it ünnecessary, and tlie inquiry was not - 
gone into by the committee." But the undersigned, appeite: 
to the Legislature, and through them to the people of i. 
State, whether -full information on this sübject is not néces- 
sary tobe had? * Aud is it right that any.part of the'oper&- 
tion of this cotton policy should lie hid-from observation? . 
‘In discussing this subject; the maystity.óf the committee 
observe as follows: - When your committee remember the 
extravagant and as ome to which in former pefi-- - 
ods the banks of the State permitted Wè. mercantile houses 
of our, own State and New Orleans to absorb theiy means: 
and constituting them as the only channels through which. 
the planter could obtain any banking facilities, they havebe&n: 
gratified to find that the Union bank. have pursued a mofe- 
correct course, and one better calculated to advance the . 
planting interest, and put it on a footing with other pursuits — + 
by furnishing the planter. directly from the bank, without 
his incurring additional expense. in the way ‘of: commiss- 
ions" &c. 'The.undersigned does not. feel it to.be his duty 
or privilege to undertake a defenge of the other banking in- 
stitutions of the State, who are gravely charged with hav- 
ing “permitted mercantile houses-in our own State and New 
Orleans, tò absorb their meny” Ahd. “constituted them ‘as 
the ‘only channels through Which the planter could obtain 
planting facilities," but he, must regret that. his. associates 
should go out-of their way in order to assail institutions, 
who at least-had ‘a much better apology for the conduet-in- 
veighed against, than the board of managers edn possibly 
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have; since.in the one case the discounting of bills drawn 
on New Oneans, constituted the only means" possessed by 
most of the bánks denounced, of replenishing their vaults 
with gold and silver, whilst the Union bank has beeri libe: 
rally supplied by the people of the State, and cannot by any 
means plead the same necessity. A committee which can 
“find nothing to censure or animadvert upon,” as they ex: 
pressly declare in the whole éonduct of the Union bank 
board of managers, might be expected to be a little merciful 
to institutions, who, whatever may have been their former 
offences, have'now revoked their past errors and reformed 
the evil practices complained of in a great degree, and have 
established some claims to public confidence and sympathy 
by the most carnest endeavors to restore the disorders of the 
currency, and to put it in a staté of healthy convertibility. 
The undersigned was not able, from various causes not 
necessary to be stated, to ascertain satisfactorily whether or 
not the pecuniary facilities of the Union bank had been 
distributed on principles of proper impartiality to the vari- 
ous applicants soliciting the discount of their notes; but he 
was struck with one singular fact, which he feels bound to 
report, that a certain William ‘Trahern, a most respectable 
planter, in the county of Hinds, truly, was permitted to ob- 
tain the sum of $15,000, on a mortgage of land and negroes, 
the full amount which he solicited; whilst other applicants 
offering undoubted security, were either refused a dollar of 


the money of the institution, or were razeed down to a piti- 


ful sum too small to; be of material advantage to them. It 
would really seem to the undersigned, that such a state of 
facts as the one just presented, might at least call for slight 
“censure,” and warrant general animadversion, at the hands 
of a legislative committee. 


^ The undersigned begs leave to mention that the board of 


managers, in the organization of a cotton agency, it seems 
to him, pursued a course, to say the least, quite unfortunate. 
The mercantile houses of Hadley, Davis, Riker & Co., is 
‘composed, in part, of two gentlemen, both certainly of un- 
questioned respectability, but who were, both of them, con- 
cerned in the establishment of the Union bank. That a 
cotton agency, such as is possessed by this firm, who pub- 
lish themselves to the world: as; agents for the Union bank 
of Mississippi, must be &$ituation of considerable emolu- 
ment, it is presumed will be “hardly questioned; and it is, 
indeed, most certain, that such an agency, continued a year 
or two, must secure the accumulation of a large fortune. — 
It is certainly, inue that such an agency does not come 
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within the strict letter of that clause of the constitution of 
the State, which forbids a “senator or representative,” “du- 
ring the term for which he shall have been elected, or for 
one year thereafter, to be appointed to any civil office of 
profit under the State which shall have been created, or the 
emoluments of which shall have been increased during 
such term;” but it is submitted whether the reason om 
which that constitutional povision is based, viz: the pro- 
priety of withdrawing all temptation from a member ef the 
Legislature to aid in the establishment of offices for his 
own benefit, does not palpably apply? That col. John 
Irving, and col. 'T. B. J. Hadley did participate in the en- 
actment of the law out of which their present very profit- 
able station has grown, is certain. The principle cessat 
ratio, cesset lex, would seem at least to require that they 
should not be appointed by bank directors, *painfully anx- 
ious” to conform their action to “the strict letter of their 
charter,” to the cotton agency of the Union bank of Missis- 
sippi. ‘The first named gentleman, it was, in the judgment 
of the undersigned, especially injudicious to appoint to the 
station in question; because he was, at the time of his appoint- 
ment, one of the board of managers, and has remained in 
the occupancy of his station, as manager, up to the present 
moment. So that he holds an office of eminent profit, 
growing remotely out of a law which he aided in enacting, 
an office in part directly created by himself as one of the 
board of managers, and he is now in fact in the singular 
attitude of responsibility to himself, in part, for the faithful 
performance of his duties. Now, that there is much in 
the character of the gentleman in question to recommend 
him for a place of eminent trust, under other circumstances, 
the undersigned is constrained to acknowledge; but, it 
seems to him, that a board of bank directors, disposed tà 
“avoid even the appearance of evil,” and entertaining the 
opinion expressed in the letter of the president of the Union 
bank, which accompanies this report, that, “next. to the 
reputation of a woman, that of a bank is most easily soiled,” 
should hardly have so acted. 

The undersigned deems it his duty to declare that the 
salaries given to some of the officers of the Union bank are 
much larger than is authorized, either by the duties to be 
performed, or the distressed condition of the country in re- 
gard to its pecuniary concerns. ‘The undersigned can per- 
ceive no adequate reason why the presidency of a bank 
should have attached to it a salary of ten thousand dollars, 
together with a large standing accommodation as director, 
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when the governor of the State only receives three thou- 
sand dollars, the chief justice and other judges the same, 
and even the chief justice of the United States only one 
half of ten thousand dollars. That too little regard has 
been had for the public interests in this matter, seems to 
the undersigned most evident, and he must think that the 
` Legislature of Mississippi will consider that there is at least 
some ground furnished by this part of the proceeding of the 
board of managers, calling for other language than that of 
earnest commendation. i 
The undersigned herewith submits a letter from the pre- 
sident of the Union bank to the chairman of the joint com- 
mittee on the Union bank, under date: of the 22d instant, 
having reference to the refusal of the board of managers to 
permit inspection of the bank by the board of bank com- 
missioners. 'T'he majority of the committee have, for some 
reason not communicated to the undersigned, or not now 
recollected, declined reporting this communication to the 
Legislature; but the undersigned, knowing that much feel- 
ing has been awakened in the public mind in reference to 
this act of refusal, and having introduced a resolution cen- 
suring the board of managers on account of the same, now ly- 
ing on the table of the House of Representatives, he has felt it 
to be his duty to make a full exhibition of the whole affair to 
the Legislature, that all proper proceedings may be had at 
as early a period as practicable. The undersigned must 
confess that he does not consider the reasons alleged by the 
president of the board of managers of the Union bank, as 
those which dictated the refusal of the board to permit 
inspection of the bank by a committee of individuals ap- 
pointed by the Legislature to perform this grave and import- 
ant duty, at all satisfactory. Besides, the president of the 
bank once before assigned the reasons which influenced the 
board in the act of refusal, in his letter to the bank commis- 
sioners, now before the Legislature; and the reasons contain- 
ed in the letter herewith submitted, are not specified in the 
letter to the commissioners, although it is stated, that for 
"the reasons,” specified in that letter the board of managers 
had refüsed to permit the inspection of the bank at the 
hands of the board of bank commissioners. Again: An ar- 
gument, able, ingenious, and marked with uncommon 
learning, furnished:by the attorney of the Union bank, Cas- 
well R. Clifton, Esq., written at the instance of the board of 
managers, and already presented to the consideration of tho 
Legislature, in the report of the thajority of the committec 
of which the undersigned had the honor to be a member, is ` 


specially referred to in the communication of the president 
of the board of managers, now for the first time laid before 
the Legislature, as containing the “legal grounds against 
the right of the commissioners to examine the bank;" in 
which the position is assumed, and attempted to be main- 
tained, that the commissioners had no legal authority to 
examine the bank at all; a position, to say the least, directly 
in the teeth of the communication of the board, to the com- 
missioners, refusing examination; in which the Legislature 
of the State is spoken^of as only “equally competent,” with 
the board of bank commissioners. 

The undersigned will not enter upon a vindication of the 
board of bank commissioners; he is not aware that-they 
would even be willing to be vindicated by him; and, with 
one of those gentlemen, it is well known, he is not on terms 
of amity or even ordinary social intercourse. But, he will 
observe, that he understands that they will probably demand 
an investigation of their conduct at the hands of the Legis- 
lature; and, in the meantime, it is sufficient for the under. 
signed to declare that he is not able to see aught, even in 
the imputations cast upon them by the president of the 
board of managers, to excuse, stil] less to justify, the board 
of managers in the violation of one of the plainest and 
most important laws upon the statute book. 

The undersigned must, with all candor, declare-that the 
very able argument of the Union bank attorney, although 
certainly containing much plausible reasoning, has not had 
the least influence in diminishing the force of his original 
conviction, that the board of managers were guilty of a.clear 
violation of law in refusing inspection by the commissioners. 
'The law under which they claimed a right to examine the 
Union bank, conferred upon them full power to examine all 
banks thereafter established. The Union bank was estab- 
lished afterwards; and was, therefore, clearly examinable 
by them. The undersigned having already enjoyed an op- 
portunity of arguing this question at length, in his place, 
as a member of the House of Representatives, will not now 
repeat the views already, he thinks, sufficiently enforced.— 
But he will now state, in addition to what was there urged, 
that he holds it to be unquestionable, that under the 24th 
section of the Union bank charter itself, it is provided that 
“the Legislature shall have power, at any time, to appoint a 
committee to examine" the institution. It is not a commit- 
tee of their own bedy that is spoken of, but a committee 
simply. That the commissioners, as they are styled in the 
law from which they derive their authority to act, do con- 
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stitute a committee, will not be questioned; that they were 
appointed by the Legislature, will be as little questioned. 
On what ground of reason, then, can their authority to ex- 
mine be disputed? Really, the legal questien seems to the 
undersignéd too plain to need elaborate argument, or even 
to justify farther remark from the undersigned. > 

That the examination of our banking institutions is of 
high importance, no man can doubt, who has examined the 
report of the bank cemmissioners, now printed by order of 
the Legislature. That the Legislature which established 
the board of bank commissioners were of the same opinion, 
cannot be questioned. Itis for the Legislature now to de- 
termine, upon sober consideratjon, whether they will justify 
the board of directors of the Union bank in their act of re- 
fusal, and decide that an institution involving such import- 
ant interests, and from its charter so especially subject to 
perversion from its true purposes, shall, in future, be subject 
to no examination, except by a legislative committee, who, 
as is amply proved in the present instance, are wholly un- 
fitted to discharge the duty of examination in a satisfáctory 
manner. . 

The undersigned deems it his duty to bring to the notice 
of the Legislature a point which is of the highest import- 
ance in connection with the future prospects of the Union 
bank of Mississippi, and which seems most strangely to’ 
have been heretofore overlooked. By the 14th provision of 
the original charter, the provisional directory, to whom, ac- 
cording to that enactment, the management of the concerns 
of the institution, were to be committed, are limited to the 
tenure of twelve months. ` By some oversight, certainly, in 
a free country, much to be regretted, it will be discovered, 
that the supplemental charter secures to the board of man- 
agers, who were substituted to the provisional directory, full 
authority over the Union bank, “until they are superseded 
by the election of successors by the stockholders and by 
the Legislature, as provided for it'in the charter.” -Thus 
are the board of managers in office, if they choose, for life. 
They have the means of perpetuating their authority as long 
as they desire. If they shall fail, however long, to do and 
perform a variety of acts, necessary to be performed, in 
order to enable the stockholders to become qualified, their 
authority will still continue. That the provision which 
confers this tenure is unconstitutional, and in evident viola. 
lation of the original charter, there can be no doubt. It is 
for the Legislature, in its wisdom, to provide a remedy for 
this strange state of things. 'The undersigned, from feel. 
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ings of delicacy, will refrain, at present, from the suggestion 
of his own views in reference to the appropriate remedy.— 
He looks to others to participate in the responsibility of ta- 
king care of this important department of the government. 
If others will perform nothing for this grievance, he cer- 
taialy will feel it to be his duty to do so. 

The undersigned cannot draw his report to a close with- 
out an expression of deep regret that he was placed on a 
committee having such important and complex duties to 
perform, during ‘a season of anxious legislation on other 
subjects; under circumstances which precluded all hope of 
harmonious and friendly action with the gentlemen appoint- 
ed as his co-laborers; at a time of universal solicitude in 
regard to the painful subject of the currency, and amidst 
continual misrepresentation of his motives, and misstate- 
iments of his words and acts. He cannot flatter himself that 
he has executed the duty allotted to him in a manner agree- 
able to all, or as advantageous to the public as he could 
have wished. But he can at least claim for himself the 
credit of having acted his part in the difficult and trying 
situation in which he has been placed, calmly, industriously, 
perseveringly, “without fear, favor, or affection;” and having 
now closed his labors, he submits ‘the whole result of them 
to the sober and dispassionate consideration of the two 
Houses of the Legislature of Mississippi, under whose joint 
authority he has had the honor to act.

By the act‘af the: tet March, 1817, of tlie Congress of the 
United States, admitting Mississippi into- the Union, it was 
agreed on the part of the United States; that 5 per cent. of the 
nett proceeds. o£ the sales of, all-.tlie publie lands within the 
limits of the State, should it sef aside-—2 per cent; for ma- 
king roads and cánals leading ¢o:the State, under the diréc- 
tion of ‘Congress, and the’ temtaiping 3 per éérit. for the 


same purposess, under the direction of the State Legislature. 
By the Chickasaw treaty, the United States government 
agreed to give to the Chickasaw Indians the, nett proceeds 
of the sales of all lands relinquished by them,-and made no 
provision whatever for the payment to the State of the 3 per 
cent. as was agreed by the compact of March Ist, 1817.— 
The 5 per cent. clause was introduced into the law in con- 
sideration of the State agreeing not to tax the land' sold by 
the United States for five years from and after the day of 
sale. 'T'he United States having failed to comply with their 
part of the compact, it is not necessary for the committee to 
urge the prepriety of the State’s seeking an-immediate rem- 
edy, either by obtaining an appropriation of Congress of an 
equivalent amount, or by taxing the lands within the Chick- 
asaw district. ‘The latter measure would be certainly justi- 
fiable, and, it is believed, of sound policy on the part of the 
State, and of great" advantage to that section of it in particu- 
lar. Foreign land companies still: hold great bodies, per- 
haps the major part of the good lands within the Chicka- 
saw cession, and obstruct emigration by-the high rates at 
which the land is held by them. It would have the efféct 
of either forcing these lands into. market at reduced prices; 
or of causing-them to contribute toward the support of the 
State, the burthens of which are now solely borne by the 
resident citizen.

Legislature, in January last, nothing more than a, partial

have intervened to arrest the progress of the building, yet 
the whole foundation bas been Taid, and. the prison celis fil- 


, : led to the basement story, with grouted masonry; the ward- 
on's house, with its commodious and appropriate rooms for

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his use, its infirmary, guard-rooms, laundry, cellars, and 
kitchen, is fast approaching completion, ^ > 

One wing of the prison, containing one hundred and fift 
cells, is rapidly progressing: in a month or two a few con- 
viets can be received within it; and during the-next ensuing 
October it will be in.entire readiness for the reception of the 
whole number of convicts for which it is intended. 

Erom a thorough examination pf tlie work, so far as it - 
has progressed, your committee is pleased to say, that the 
mode and manner of its executians is, to them, quite,satis- 
factory, and that the superstructure, so far as developed, is 
in perfect accordance with the plan adopted by the Legisla- 
ture. 

While your committee are perfectly aware of the great 
difficulty of combining, properly, the appropriateness of de- 
sign and execution, In a work so extensive as the one 
under consideration: they feel themselves, however, forcibly 
lead to admire in this, the economy of space, the security 
from escapo, the appropriateness of design, as displayed in 
the size and configuration of the compartments, and their rela- 
tion the one to the other, the security from external aggres- , 
sion, the commojliousness and airiness of the general ar- - 
raugomont, the great economy which must, necessarily, 
attend its administration, and its majestic appearance, 
which, when completed, will not fail to create in every citi- 
zen fear, respect, and esteem for the law, and pride, honor, 
and loo for his country. 

Your committee can easily conceive, in the present un- 
- finished state of the prison, that many. are struck with the 
apparent smallnoss of the cells; they embrace this opportu- 
nity; however, to-remark, that they are more airy and com- 
modious than those of any other penitentiary in the union, 
in which the same species of punishment is intended to be 
inflicted. l 

Yoür committee would, moreover, remark, that when the. 
work is farther advanced, when tho largo but securd apers 
tures shall have been completed, through which, into eack 
cell, the air can flow, unimpeded, the scene of misery and 
woe which an over-heated imagination might, at present 
give birth to, will then be chastened down, to,a scene of 
reality, more consonant with humanity, with justice, and | 
with the spirit of our institutions—a scene in which the 
enemies of social order will be observed, suffering for their 
own and country's good, the heavy, though just and uncom. 
promising penalty of the law. * 

Your committee would here add, that although, thé worl, 
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has been prosecuted with considerable vigor during the last 
year, yet insurmountable obstacles have retarded its pro- 
gress and prevented the entire disbursement ofthe approp- 
riation. — ^: e . Noe 

It will be remembered, by the members of the Legislature, 
that the only money: which has been, as yet, appropriated 
for the erection of a penitentiary, was the sum of seyenty- 
five’ thousand dollars, at the session of 1836; of which 
amount there remains, as shown by the books of the com 
missioner, twenty-two, thonsand one hundred and seventy- 
two dollars and twenty-nine cents—from which sum, how- 
ever, about five thousand dollars must be deducted, os the 

"probable amount still owing to mechanics, whose contracts 
have not yet been completed; nevertheless, after this deduc- 
tion shall have been made, there will then Mmain, unex- 
ponda, ‘in the treasury, upwards of seventeen thousand 
, dollars. 

Your committee, sincerely believing that much good will 
accrue to the State from this institution, when completed, 
and ‘perfectly alive to the anxiety of the public mind upon 

. the subject, have instructed me to ask of this Legislature a 

# furthor appropriation of thirty thousand dollars. 

Your committee, before closing their remarks upon this 
important subject, would add, that while they admire tho 
plan of the serene they do object, to a certain degree, 
ut least, to the mode and manner of punishment, clearly in- 
dicated by the plan; viz: That of community of labor du- 
ying the day, and solitary confinement during the night. 

Had it fallen to tha lot of your committee to have recom- 
mended to the Legislature a plan of a penitentiary, they 
most assuredly would have recommended, one adapted. to 
the solitary labor system, and so constructed that the eye of 
the keeper could, unperceived by the convict, be east, at 
any moment, upon him and his labors. ooo Mi 

Were it not for the contemplated adjournment of the Le- 

- gislature, at so early a period; your committee would sug- 
west a thorough investigation of this interesting subject, to. 
the end that à partial adaptation of the plan just hinted at 
might be made to the present one, so as to apply to those 
convicts who shall be condemned to suffer the severest pen-. 
alties which shall hereafter be preseribed by a code adapted . 
to the institution. a nt a A 

Solitary confinement, for a length of time, has ever been 
jadjudged, by the most eminent jurists, as a punishment of 
considerable severity; and it must be remembered, that in a 
' prisan, as well as in a community, that law is a good one, 
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which, without abridging, .ío too great a degree, personal 
liberty, tends to prevent the propagation of érime—which, 
to a greater or less extent, must assuredly take place, when : 
the convicts are permitted to associate together’ in their 

hours of recreation aud labor. - ` £04 

Your committee, before entering upon the discharge of 
that part of- their duty which relates to the State capitol, 
would suggest to the members of the Legislature the pro- 
priety of their taking a retrospective view of the capitol, as 
it was at the close of the last:session; for itis a peculiarity . 
of human nature, observable in our daily struggle with 
men and things, to forget, when our object is attained, the 
Stops and stays, the doubts and fears, controllable and un- 
controllable, whieh impeded us in our progress. 

In making*the above remarks, your committee are actua- 
ted by no other motives than those of exhibiting truth, un- 
manacled by 'misrepresentation, and thereby. dispelling 
doubts, upon which might: be based prejudices detrimental 
alike to a proper and equitable investigation of the subject. 

Thus much being premised, your committee will proceed 
to state, that the whole amount of the appropriations to the | 
capitol, up to the present time, amount to the sum of two 
hundred and eighty thousand dollars; and thatthe periods 
at which said appropriations were made, were as follows:— 
Ninety-five thousand in 1833; sixty-five thousand in 1836, 
and one hundred and twenty thousand in 1838. 

The aniount of expenditures, up to the present. time, as 
exhibited by the commissioner’s books, is two hundred and. 
fifty-eight thousand six hundred and seventy dollars and 
thixty-five and a half cents; leaving, therefore, in the trea- 
sury, twenty-one thousand three hundred and twenty-nine 
dollars and sixty-four and a half cents unexpended. 

Your committee report the above as a correct statement: 
of the appropriations and disbursements which have been 
made within the last six years, for the erection of a State 
capitol. They will now take this opportunity of saying, 
that a report which is abroad, that the -present capitol hag 
already ‘cost the State five or six hundred thousand dollars, 
is based, whencesoever be its source, upon egregious ignor- 
ance or wilful misrepresentation. . > MEC 
- — 'fPhat the publie may be possessed of the whole truth up- 

on this subject, your committee will now proceed to show 
what has been, up to the present time, the actual cost of the 
capitol. It has been stated above, that out of the two hun- 
dred and eighty thousand dollars appropriated, there has 
been expended, two hundred and fifty-eight thousand six 
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hundred and severity dollars and thirty-five and a half 
cents; twenty-five thousand of' which expenditure was 
made upon Mr. Lawrence’s plan; and, subsequently to the 
demolition of the basement story which he had erected, it 
was found that.the State had irretrievably losttwenty thou- 
sand dollars, “Now, when this twenty thousand dollars is 
deducted from the two hundred and fifty-eight thónsand six 
hundred and seventy dollars-and thirty-five and à half 
cents, it will be seen that two’ hundred and thirty-eight 
thousand six hundred and seventy dollars and thirty-five 
and a half cents, the salaries of ‘officers included, is the 
whole sum, as shown by tlie books, which has been ex- 
pended upon the construction of the. present capitol. It is 
true, however, that there is aa arrearage coming to some of 


` the contractors, who have not yet completed their contracts, 


which probably may swoll the aetual cost of tlie capitol up 
to the present time, to the sum of two hundred and, forty- 
eight thousand dollars. ' : 
. The lynx-eyed watch which his excellency, the Gover- 
nor, has kept over the progress of the capitol, has enabled 
him to detect what your committee must confess they can- 
not, viz: “That the building has progiessed very slowly du- 
ring the last yeor"—and the question involuntarily presents 
itself to your committee, and compels them to ask of. his 
excellency, in what year did the building progress more ra- 
pidly? Your committee challenge the recollection of mem- 
bers to this subject, with a confidence that they will agree 
with the committee that the remark of his excellency must 
have had its origin in an oyer-anxious desire for the public

Your cemmittée deem it their duty to mention in this re- 
port, that several slight misunderstandings exist between the 
commissioner and several of the contractors, with regard to 
the mode and manner in which the latter have complied.

To the Senate and House of Representatives: 
I have considered a resolution “Relative to the issuance 
of post notes by the Mississippi Union bank, and to the es- 
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tablishment of its branches,” and à, DÌ to Dé entitled, “An 
act to extend additional privileges:to the. Mississippi Union 
bank, and for other purposes," and returnthem*t the re- 
spective houses in which they onginatgd,*for wxponeidera- 
tion. It is always with great reluptanag that-E Uiterpose to 
prevent the passage of laws involving” meter questions of 
expediency. In all cases where I believe thé policy doubt- . 
ful, I give the deliberate acts of the two Houses’ my official 
sanction; but when measures are proposed which will, in 
my opinion, inflict evils irreparable on the people of the 
State, I cannot, without a dereliction.of duty, give them my 
- official approval. 

The resolution gives the diserction to the Mississippi 
Union bank to issue post notes, not having a longer time 
than twelve months to run, nor drawing a rate of interest 
more than six per cent. per annum, nor less than five per 
cent.; and provides that not more than six million should 
be issued. Ifthe Legislature deemed it advisable thàt such 
issues should be made, a law should have been enacted ma- 
king it imperative on the bank to issue them. The charter 
of the bank authorizes it to take interest at the rate of seven 
per cent. per annum on loans having a longer time than six 
months to run, and six per cent. on loans payable at an ear- 
lier period. It will be remembered that the State bonds 
bear an interest of five per cent, and to be sold, must be 
made payable in Európe. The cost of placing funds there 
to pay the interest will, in all probability, be fifteen per 
cent; and if the post notes are made to bear six per cent. 
iuterest, the bank will sustain a heavy loss by issuing them. 
'The great objection, however, to such paper, is, that it 
would inevitably be depreciated: The bonds of the Plant- 
ers’ bank, issued last year, were guaranteed by the bank of 
the United States, and (if Iam not mistaken) bore interest 
at the.rate of seven per cent. per annum, and were payable 
at the north. Yet it was with difficulty that such paper 
could be negotiated at par. Should the contémplated is- 
sues, like the old, be made payable at the counter of the 
bank, and bear five per cent. interest, they would soon de- 
preciate twenty per cent. If made to bear six per cent. in- 
terest, they would be at least fifteen per cent. below par— 
The issuance of paper so much depreciated’ would greatly 
aggravate the distresses of the country—procrastinate an 
entire return tó specie payments, and continue, for a long 
period, the intolerable evils of a depreciated, fluctuating, in. 
convertible paper currency: it also would have a tendency 
to prevent the sale of the residue of the State bonds; for 
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capitalists would have little confidence in an institution’ 
which countenances such a ruinous policy. No doubt the 
bonds could be sold, if payment should be accepted in the 
post notes of the-bank. and a learned “argument,” no:doubt, 
would ho submitted, showing sucht notes “equivalent” to 
gold atid silvor,. No solvent man could safely borrow mao- 
ney so much depreciated as the contemplated post notes 
would inevitably become. No business except shaving can 
justify the borrowing of notes ten per cent. below par, and 
the payment of seven per cent. interest on such loans.— 
The policy of issuing “post notes” will he eminently de- 
structive to the planting interest. It will tend to continue 
the present exorbitant price of all supplies necessary for 
their plantations, and the price of our great staple will not 
be enhanced a penny; for, as heretofore, its value will be 
dependant on the price it bears in foreign markets, where 
the currency is ound. A sound currency would do more 
to relieve the embarrassments of the country than any 
measure which ean be adopted. It would soon bring down 
the price of produce, and the cost of growing cotton, to 
the old standard, and the planters of the country would 
save, annually, fully three million of dollars. This result 
would be alike beneficial to the planter, the merchant, and 
the mechanic. Speculators and spendthrifts alone would 
suffer: “those who sow the wind must reap the whirlwind;” 
legislative relief may buoy them up for a time, but they 
can never be sustained except by the ruin of the produc- 
tive classes of society. “The plundered ploughmen and 
beggared yeomanry of the land," have meritorious claims 
‘on the Legislature. I can never sanction measures which 
I firmly believe will tax their labor to sustain those “who, 
by the sweat of their brow (do not) earn their daily bread.” 

The delusive pretence that these measures are absolutely 
necessary to enable the parent bank to establish her branches, 
has given them favor with the representatives of the people. 

I speak advisedly when I say that, with proper exertions, 
the mortgages could be perfected, and the stock graduated 
` and assigned to each stockholder, in four weeks. ' The 
bonds could then be issued without the invasion of that 
fundamental provision of the charter which makes the mort- 
gages of the stockholders a pre-requisite to the issuance of 
ten millions of dollars in State bonds, and pledges the pro- 
perty mortgaged to secure their redemption; nor is it neces- 
- sary for the board of managers oven to delay until the 
stock is declared, ‘I'he commissioners could be despatched 
nt once to negotiate the sale’ of the remaining bonds; and, 
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after the contract is made, the bonds could be issued in ac- 
cordance therewith, and delivered. This would obviate 
the necessity of leaving the places where the bonds are 
made payable blank, and keep the commissioners under the 
strict control and supervision of the managers. - If the gra- 
duation of the stock is delayed until after the spring terms 
of our courts, other certificates will be requisite to show 
that no judgment liens exist on the property offered by the 
stockholders. '[his would-eause considerable delay and 
expense. But it is contended that the branches cannot be 
established, because, as yet, there are no persons qualified to 
act as directors. A reference to the 17th and 34th sections 
of the charter will convince: any: unprejudiced mind that 
the qualification of the directors of the parent bank, and of 
the offices of discount and deposite, are widely different.— 
The first are elected by the stockholders, and required to 
own at least thirty shares of stock. The latter axe elected 
by the directors of the parent bank, and the sole qualifica- 
tions prescribed are; that thoy shall be *eitizens of this State, 
residing and domiciliated within tho counties for which said 
offices shall be established." PX 
. ‘The twenty-five per cent. which the bank is now calling 
in, with her other resources, would enable the institution at 
once to establish the branches, and thus equalize its bene- 
fits. I believe that the sixth district, and the one in which 
the parent bank is located, has obtained four-fifths of the 
loans already made. 'Thé issue of six million of dollars 
in post notes would redound to the benefit of the present 
debtors of the bank, and operate most injuriously. to the 
. other districts. 

It may well be questioned whether the Legislature has 
the constitutional right to direct,the executive to sign and 
deliver the bonds before the State is indemnified, by mort- 
gages on the proporty of the stockholders. If this can be 
done, may not a subsequent Legislature enact that all the , 
mortgages he cancelled, and the security of the State de~- 
stroyed? “Tho act to extend additional privileges to the 
Mississippi Union bank, and for other purposes,” requires 
the Governor of the State to execute and deliver the Union 
bank bonds to the amount of ten million five hundred 
thousand dollars; the faith of the State is pledged for fifteen 
million five hundred thousand dollars; but the executive 
is only authorized: to execute seven thousand five hundred. 
bonds of two thousand dollars each. No provision is made 
for the issuance of bonds for five hundred thousand dollars

the manner some of dur banking companies have protected , 


theirs. Such powers may be perverted to purposes detri- 
mental to the best interests of the: State, and I can never 
consent to give my official sanction to any measure calcula- 
ted to facilitate‘a bank in dealing in cotton, of speculatin 
in any article whatever. The spirit of the age is opposed 
to all monopolies. The merchants of the country will 
never tülerate a system which will make them bankrupts, 
and the planters will soon find out that individuals can do 
their business on better terms and more 'to their advantage 
than any chartered company whatever. 

The bill and resolution under consideration were pře- 
sented last night about nine o'eloek. 

Both Houses have agreed to adjourn this day,—having 
numerous other bills to consider,—I cannot dwell upon va- 
rious other objections which could be urged against the 
measures under consideration. 

"The grave questions involved in the bill and resolution 
before me, were not discussed or even known to the great 
mass of the poople, previous to the meeting of the Legisla- 
ture, Iam well aware of the great responsibility I incur 
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in coming in conflict with the opinions of a large majority , 


of each branch of the Legislature. If I am not sustained 
by more than one-third of one or both branches of the Le- 
gislature, the disastrous effects of these measures will, here- 
after, I feel confident, convince the people of the State of 
the soundness of my views. Should they fail, through my 
agency, I may, for a time, have to bear the odium of their 
defeat. If I approve of the bill and resolution before me, I 
should feel guilty of signing the death-warrant of the credit 
of the State, and of the Mississippi Union bank.
